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Executive Minutes 
Tuesday, August 25th 1812. 


A pardon was this day granted to Benjamin L. Curry who 
was convicted of Larceny, and sentenced by the Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the County of York 
in April 1812 to pay a fine to the use of the Commonwealth 
equal in value to the goods stolen, and to undergo imprison- 
ment at hard labour as by the transcript of the Record filed 
in the Secretarys Office will more fully appear. 

The resignation of Washington Porter of the Office of the 
peace in and for the County of Mercer—was received and this 
day accepted by the Governor. 

Letters were this day written by the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth by the order of the Governor, to Callender Irwine 
Superintendant of Military Stores and to William Linnard of 
Philadelphia and Lieutenant Johnston of Pittsburgh Assistants 
to the Quarter Master General of the United States informing 
them that under the requisition of the President of the 
United States the Governor has issued his general order 
for Assembly at Meadville in the County of Crawford in 
this Commonwealth on the twenty fifth day of September 
next two thousand Militia and requesting that immediate 
measures may be pursued for supplying the troops with 
equipments and provisions on their way to and at the ren- 
dezvous. 


The General Orders issued by the Governor this day— 
were in the following words to wit Vizt— 


General Orders. 
Harrisburg 25th of August 1812. 


The President of the United States having, through the 
Secretary at War and General Dearborn, under date respec- 
tively of the 13th instant, required a detachment of 2000 
Militia, to be marched with the least possible delay from the 
Northwestern parts of Pennsylvania to Buffalo, in the State 
of New York; duty and feeling direct a prompt compliance 
with a requisition giving scope for action to the patriotism 
evinced by that portion of our Citizen soldiers who have volun- 
teered their services under General Orders of the 12th May 
last, in substitution of the drafted required of the State.— 
To obey this call in defence of rights sacred to freemen—to 
avenge the injuries of the nation, and defend the cause of 
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suffering humanity—the Volunteers of Pennsylvania will not 
hesitate a moment to meet the avowed enemy of those rights, 
not only within the bounds of the United States; but will, 
without those limits, with ardor seek, and with the determina- 
tion characteristic of freemen, punish the unprovoked invaders 


of our rights and property. 


The Governor with pleasure embraces the present occasion 
to perpetuate the honorable fame acquired by those gallant 
sons of Pennsylvania who volunteered their services by naming 
the Commandants of those patriotic corps and companies, 
and the Division and Brigade to which they severally belong:

For obvious reasons the Adjutant General has orders to 
designate for the service such of the volunteers as can with 
the least possible delay, be marched to the scene of action ; 
and is charged with the organization of the detachment of 
2000 men, conformably to the following plan :—The detachment 
to constitute a Brigade to consist of four Regiments, and 
each Regiment to consist of two Battalions, to be arranged 
by the Adjutant General at the place of rendezvous. 

The general rendezvous will be at Meadville, to which place 
the volunteers composing the detachment will march with the 
requisite expedition, so that they be there on the 25th day 
of September next. By the 26th section of the general militia 
law, among other services by them to be performed, it is made 
the duty of the Brigade Inspectors to march each with his 
proper detachment to the place of rendezvous. These officers 
are severally required and directed to provide subsistence 
and other necessary accommodations for the troops on their 
march, and exhibit detailed accounts for settlement and pay- 
ment to the Accountant officers of the Commonwealth. 
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Apprised of the generally prevailing desire that those ap- 
pointed to Command may be the choice of the commanded. 
the Governor, agreeably to the 10th section of a supplement 
to the Militia law passed 26th March, 1808, and the 27th 
section of the general militia law, authorises and directs the 
officers and privates of the detachment, on the day succeeding 
the 25th day of September next or those who shall have ar- 
rived, to elect, agreeably to the rules prescribed by the militia 
law, one Brigadier General; each regiment to elect a Colonel 
Commandant; each Battalion one Major, The Brigadier Gen- 
eral to appoint hig own Brigade Major; The field officers of 
each Regiment shall appoint their respective regimental staffs. 
To expedite the expedition, in discharge of his duty the Ad- 
jutant General will attend and deliver to the officers elect 
their commissions.

and give every aid in your power to have the companies 
marched as expeditously as possible to the place of ren- 
dezvous (Meadville) mentioned in General Orders. The troops 
will be supplied with rations, tents and other camp equipage, 
by the United States. Should there be any deficiency of arms 
in any of the Volunteer Companies, you will supply them 
out of any that may be in the bounds of your Brigade, If 
there cannot be a sufficient number found in that way, they 
will be furnished at the place of rendezvous. Every man will 
take care to supply himself with a blanket and knapsack. It 
is confidently expected that the patriotism of the volunteers 
is too sincere and ardent to permit them to make any objec- 
tions to crossing the boundary line of the U. States; other- 
wise they will render no service to their Country.

The Governor having received information from His Ex- 
cellency Robert Brown Esquire Governor of the State of 
Maryland that a certain Richard Briggs is a fugitive from 
the justice of the said state, and is now confined in the Jail 
of the County of York in this Commonwealth, it was thereupon 
ordered by the Governor that the said Richard Briggs be 
forthwith delivered up to Aquilla Caroll the Agent duly ap- 
pointed on the part of the State of Virginia in order that 
he may be removed to that State having jurisdiction of his 
crime under the provisions of the Constitution of the United 
States, and the Act of Congress in such case made and pro- 
vided; and an order signed by the Governor under the Great 
Seal of the State was accordingly issued to Michael Gardner 
Sheriff of the County of York authorising such delivery. 





Wednesday, August 26th 1812. 

The Governor this day granted pardons to John Hansley 
and Robert Gadders who were severally convicted of the 
offences charged in their respective indictments, and sentenced 
the former by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace of the County of Delaware in April 1812 for keeping 
a disorderly house, to pay to the use of the Commonwealth 
a fine of fifteen dollars and costs of suit &ca. And the latter 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the County of 
Lancaster, held at the last term, for Larceny, and sentenced 
to fine and imprisonment at hard labour as in and by the 
transcript of the record will fully appear. 

The following letters were this day transmitted by the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth by order of the Governor—1st 
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To Lieutenant Johnston Deputy Superintendent of the Military 
stores at Pittsburg requesting that an immediate arrange- 
ment may be made for supplying from his department the 
necessary stores of tents and camp equipage for the detach- 
ment of two thousand men ordered into service from the 
Militia of this State under a requisition from the President 
of the United States to rendezvous at Meadville on the 25th 
of September next 22d To Ebenezer Denny Hsqr Deputy Quar- 
ter General at Pittsburg, relative to a supply of rations for 
the same detachment on their march from Meadville to But- 
falo the place of their destination. 

To William Reed Esquire, Adjutant General instructing him 
to repair to Meadville and take command of the said De- 
tachment until a Brigadier General and other officers for the 
said detachment shall have been elected and commissioned, 
and ordering that when the Brigadier General shall take the 
command—that the said detachment be marched with the 
least possible delay to Niagara, and on their arrival that the 
Brigadier General report himself without delay to the Com- 
manding General of the troops at that place. 

The Governor issued an order for such quantity of Gun- 
powder aS may be necessary for Captain Samuel Thomas 
Company Luzerne County of Artillery provided that the ex- 
pense thereof does not exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 

Letters were written by the Governor this day to William 
Eustis Hsqr Secretary at War, and General Henry Dearborn 
acknowledging their several letters communicating the Presi- 
dents requisition for calling forth a detachment of the militia 
to the number of two thousand men to rendezvous at Mead- 
ville and to march with all possible dispatch to Buffalo, the 
place of their destination, and informing those Gentlemen of 
the measures taken by him to ensure a prompt compliance 
with the said requisition. 

The Governor this day appointed and commissioned James 
Steel Esqr to be Major General of the third Division, com- 
posed of the Militia of the Counties of Chester and Delaware 
for the term of four years to be computed from the third day 
of August 1811, if he shall so long behave himself well, in 
the room and stead of Cromwell Pearce resigned. 





Thursday August 27th 1812. 
The Governor this day appointed and commissioned James 
Cochran and John Lighou to be Justices of the peace the 
former for the district numbered four in the County of Beaver, 
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and the latter for the district numbered fifteen composed of 
the Township of Point including the Town of Northumberland 
in the County of Northumberland. 

A letter was written to Colonel David B. Wheeler by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, communicating the Governors 
instructions to withhold and return a Commission that was 
issued for a certain Moses Kirkpatrick, who it appears is an 
alien not naturalized agreeably to law, and consequently not 
capable of holding a Commission in the Militia, and that 
the Brigade hold a new election for the choice of an office 
in his room. 

The Bond of Robert Orr Junior, dated the sixteenth day 
of June 1812, in the sum of One thousand pounds with Robert 
Orr Senr and Philip Templeton as sureties conditioned for 
faithfully executing the office of Deputy Surveyor of the County 
of Armstrong was this day approved by the Governor. 





Saturday August 29th 1812. 

The following letters were written by the Secretary of 
Commonwealth by direction of the Governor—l1st To William 
Jackson who has been convicted of a breach of the Militia 
law in marching his men contrary to orders of his superior 
Ofiicer—referring him to the Major General for a pardon or 
mitigation of the penalties. 

To Mr Isaac Lyman relative to the mode of training the 
Militia in Battalions and regiments—it appearing that the 
Militia law does not authorize the Governor to cause part of 
one Regiment to be annexed to another for the purpose of 
training. 

-'To Ebenezer Ferguson Commandant of the City and County 
Artillery Regiment on the subject of the repair and safe keep- 
ing of the field Ordnance belonging to the State. 





Monday August 31st 1812. 


Pardons were this day granted by the Governor to William 
Wallace and John Oliver the former convicted of an Assault 
and Battery with intent to ravish and sentenced by the Court 
of General Quarter Sessions of the County of Montgomery 
held at Norris Town the twentieth day of November 1811, to 
undergo two years imprisonment at hard labour and fined 
in the sum of twenty dollars with costs of suit &ca ‘and the 
latter convicted of the like offence and sentenced by the same

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Court on the 21st of May 1812 to nine months imprisonment 
at hard labour and fined in the sum of twenty dollars with 
costs of suit &ca, 

A Bond executed by Wm M. White as Deputy Surveyor of 
Montgomery County with Abner White and Andrew Todd as 
sureties dated June 17th, 1812 in One thousand pounds was 
this day approved by the Governor. 

Frequent applications having been made and great dissatis- 
faction expressed by persons interested in the improvement of 
the navigation of the River Susquehanna between Columbia 
and the mouth of Juniata River, upon finding that no progress 
has been made in the work—It was this day ordered by the 
Governor that a letter be written to William Jenkins Esquire 
Deputy Attorney General at Lancaster for information as 
to what proceedings have been had in the business, a con- 
siderable time having elapsed since the Commissioners Bonds 
were put into his hand to bring suits thereon.—A letter was 
accordingly written by the Seeretary of the Commonwealth.

Tuesday, September 1st 1812. 

The resignation of Silvanus Hatch of the office of Justice 
of the peace for the district of Willingborough Township in 
the County of Susquehanna was received and this day accepted 
by the Governor; and thereupon Asahel Avery was appointed 
a Justice of the peace for said district and County to supply 
the vacancy. 

John Morrison was at the same time appointed and com- 
missioned by the Governor a Justice of the peace for the 
district numbered nine composed of Leacock Township in the 
County of Lancaster. 

A Pardon was granted by the Governor to Hannah Stauffer 
who was convicted of Adultery, and sentenced by the Court 
of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail Delivery of the 
Sounty of Laneaster on the third Monday in August last to 
pay a fine of five dollars, and undergo three months imprison- 
ment at hard labour &ca, 

The Governor this day under the authority of an Act of 
the General Assembly of this Commonwealth passed on the 
eighteenth day of February in the year of our Lord one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eleven entitled “An Act authorising 
Commissioners to fix upon a scite for the erection of a bridge 
over the River Delaware between black Eddy (above Bulls 
island) and Wells’ falls and for other purposes” and the 
Supplement thereto passed on the twenty third day of March 
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in the same year issued letters of incorporation under his 
hand and the seal of the State creating and erecting the 
present subscribers, and also all those who may in future 
subscribe under the provisions of the said Acts of Assembly 
to the number of Nine hundred shares into one body politic — 
and corporate in deed and in law, by the name style and 
title of the “Centre Bridge Company” Alexander Bomrell,

Saturday September 5th 1812. 


in compliance with a requisition from the President of the 
United States the Governor this day issued his General Orders 
for calling into the service of the United States a detachment 
of two thousand Men of this States Militia—Vizt. 


General Orders 


Harrisburg Septr. 5th 1812. 

The recent disastrous events on the North-western frontiers 
of the United States, presenting imminent danger, impels the 
Executive of Pennsylvania, under requisition of the Con- 
stituted Authorities of the United States, to order out for the 
service of the Union a detachment of 2000 Men to be com- 
posed of the drafted Militia and of flank companies and horse 
of the 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th and 16th divisions; each division to 
furnish a number, which, added to the volunteers already in 
service under general orders of the 25th ult. Will be equal 
to its quota, as designated by the Adjutant General, under 
General Orders of the 12th May last. 

No return of drafts having been received by the Executive 
trom the 2nd Brigade of the 13th division, the Brigade In- 
spector thereof is directed to give immediate notice to three 
flank companies and three Companies of horse, attached to 
his Brigade, to march, and he is directed to march them to 
the place of Rendezvous hereinafter mentioned. 

The Brigade Inspector of the 1st brigade of the 13th division 
is commanded to march the drafts from his brigade to the 
place of rendezvous. 

The Brigade Inspectors of the other divisions being now 
on their march, with their respective detachments, under Gen- 
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eral Orders of the 25th ult. the Brigadier Generals of the 
ether divisions will appoint the Senior officer of each Regi- 
mental draft to give notice to the drafts, officers and privates, 
within the bounds of their respective Regiments to meet at 
some convenient place within the Brigade, and after having 
mustered the respective detachments the said Brigade In- 
spectors as aforesaid, and the said Senior officers, shall march 
their respective detachments to Pittsburg, with the requisite 
despatch, so that they arrive at the place of rendezvous on 
the second day of October next. On the next day thereafter, 
or as soon as a majority of the detachment shall have arrived, 
the ofticers and privates shall elect one Brigadier General to 
command the detachment, which is to constitute a brigade, 
and is to consist of, and be formed into four Regiments, and 
each regiment to consist of two battalions.—Each regiment to 
elect one Colonel commandant, and each Battalion one Major. 

Volunteers will be accepted in substitution of any draft or 
drafts. 

Subsistence and accommodations for the troops on their 
march to the place of rendezvous, it is presumed, will be 
furnished by the United States’ Contractors—If no provision 
shall have been made by those contractors, the men will either 
supply themselves, or the several Commandants on the march 
te the rendezvous will do it, and render their accounts, as 
directed by the General Orders of the 25th ult. 

The Brigadiers General, for ascertaining their respective 
drafts, are referred to a note accompanying this, containing 
so much as is necessary of the Adjutant Generals detail, 
founded on returns to him from the respective Brigade In- 
spectors. 

The Adjutant General will attend at the place of rendezvous 
and take the Command of the detachment, until the officers 
are chosen. 

To them respectively, that officer will deliver commissions; 
and will pay any expenses incident to the service, that may 
not be provided for by the United States. At the place of 
rendezvous the detachment will be furnished with tents and 
other field equipage. 

Should there be any deficiency of Arms, the said Brigade 
Inspectors and Brigadiers General will supply the respective 
detachments with any to be found within the bounds of their 
respective brigades. If there cannot be found a number suf- 
ficient, they will be furnished at the place of rendezvous. 
Kvery man will supply himself with a blanket and knapsack. 

The Brigndier General having assumed the command, will, 
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with the least possible delay, march his detachment to, and 
join an army now assembled in the State of Ohio for defence 
of the Western frontiers, unless otherwise ordered by the 
Commander in Chief of the United States army. 

The Governor embraces the present opportunity of recording 
the names of commanding officers of companies who have 
patriotically tendered their services, not included in General 
Orders ef the 25th ult.

The Governor appointed and commissioned Wilson Smith 
Esquire of the Town of Waterford in the County of Hrie to 
be Quarter Master General of the Militia of this Common- 
wealth for the term of four years to be computed from the 
third day of August 1811, if he shall so long behave himself 
well. 

A Warrant was this day drawn by the Governor on the

him to the Commanding Officers of Companies, to be re- 
ceipted for by such officers.

To Mr Dunean of Carlisle respecting the equipment of a 
Volunteer Company of Riflemen from Bedford who have 
tendered their services as part of the detachment that is to 
rendezvous at Pittsburg the 2nd October. 

No James Lamberton relating to the transportation of 120 
stand of Arms and one piece of brass field Ordnance (now at 
Shippensburg) to PittSburg. 

To General John Noble of the 2nd Brigade of the 12th 
Division of Militia acknowledging the receipt of his letter of 
the seventh instant in which he gives information of his hav- 
ing executed the Governors General Orders of the 5th instant 
for calling out the militia of this State into the service of the 
U. States—and accepting the services the tender of services 
of Captain David Metzlers Company of Riflemen. 

To Samuel Cochran Inspector of the 1st Brigade of the 15th 
Division of Militia informing him that three Waggons loaded 
with seven hundred aud twenty muskets contained in twenty 
five boxes, to be distributed to such companies of the detach- 
ment now called into service and to assemble at Pittsburg,

Monday, September 14th 1812. 


The resignation of Joshua Vansant of the office of Justice 
of the peace in and for the district composed of Solebury and 
Upper-Makefield in the County of Bucks—was received and 
accepted by the Governor. 

This day were received at Harrisburg the seat of Govern- 
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ment from Colonel Ebenezer Ferguson Commandant of the 
Artillery Regiment of the City and County of Philadelphia, 
four brass field pieces of Ordinance four pounders the prop- 
erty of the State brought from the City of Philadelphia, 
under the order of the Governor, and to be sent to the Town 
of Erie for the defence of the North-western frontiers of 
the State. 

General William Duncan Superintendent of Military Stores 
at Philadelphia was this day informed of the President second 
requisition, and of the Governors General Orders for calling 
into service two thousand Militia in compliance therewith to 
rendezvous at Pittsburg on the second of October next; that 
Mr, Linnard Deputy Quarter General was in consequence 
thereof requested to make arrangements for furnishing the 
said Militia with tents and other Camp equipage, and also 
with cartouch boxes either on loan, or otherwise from the 
stores at PittSburg—General Duncan was also informed of 
the Governors contract for making two thousand cartouch 
boxes to be forwarded to Pittsburg for the use of the said 
detachment of Militia, together with a supply of Arms should 
they be found necessary. 





Tuesday September 15th 1812. 


Two warrants were this day signed by the Governor and is- 
sued directing the State treasurer to pay 1st The sum of 
two thousand one hundred and fifty six dollars principal, and 
fifty six dollars & fifty five cents costs of suit to Hdward 
Burd and David C. Claypoole and to the legal representa- 
tives of Jonathan Bayard Smith, and William Sergeant de- 
ceased—and 2rd The sum of eight hundred and fifty nine 
dollars principal, and fifty seven dollars and forty five cents 
costs of suit to the legal Representatives of Jonathan Ser- 
geant deceased being monies awarded by Arbitrators in favor 
of the said persons, and legal representatives in suits brought 
against the Commonwealth for compensation for certain lands 
taken from them under the provisions of the ninth section 
ot an Act of the General Assembly of this Commonwealth 
passed the 6th day of April 1802 being within the seventeen 
townships of the County of Luzerne. 

A letter from General John Kelso together with a repre- 
sentation in writing from a number of respectable persons 
residing at Erie, relative to the defence of the north western 
frontiers of this State was this day forwarded to William 
Eustis Esquire Secretary at War, to be laid before the Presi- 
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dent of the United States, to which the Governor requested 
and early answer from the Secretary at War as soon as the 
President should come to a determination thereon—to which 
the Governor added a wish that some efficient measures by 
the General Government might be speedily taken for the said 
defence, in aid of the efforts of the State. 





Wednesday, September 16th 1812. 


Letters were this day written as follows Vizt. 

By the Governor to the Secretary at War, informing him 
that that, to make up possible deficiencies in the number of 
Militia required by the President, he ordered two thousand 
five hundred and sixteen Volunteers to rendezvous at Mead- 
ville on the 25th of this month, and two thousand two hun- 
dred and fourteen drafted men to rendezvous at Pittsburg on 
the 2nd of October next, and suggesting for the consideration 
of the President of the United States the propriety of em- 
ploying the surplus number of both detachments at Erie for 
the defence of the frontiers of this State—informing the 
Secretary at War also of the appointment of Adjutant General 
Reed to command both detachments until they are organized 
for their march. 

To Doctor George Dawson of Pittsburg informing him that 
a brass field piece the property of the State & some time lying 
at Shippensburg has been sent to his care and requesting him 
to deliver the same to Major William Clark of Meadville who 
will send the same to Erie, and pay the reasonable expense 
of transportation. 

To General John Kelso at Erie informing him of the number 
of Men called out under the Presidents requisition in the two 
detachments to wit two thousand five hundred and sixteen to 
rendezvous at Meadville—and two thousand two hundred and 
fourteen to rendezvous at Pittsburg; and of the suggestion to 
the President of the United States relative to the employing 
the surplus number in the defence of Erie. 

To Samuel Thomas Captain of a Company of Artillery 
attached to the thirty fifth Regiment of the second brigade 
and Ninth Division of Militia, relative to a supply of Arms 
for his Company.

Thursday, September 17th 1812. 


A Warrant was drawn by the Governor on the State Treas- 
urer dated this day for the sum of Hleven thousand dollars 
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in favor of Moses Musgrave for the use of the board of In- 
spectors of the Jail of the City of Philadelphia payable out 
of any unappropriated money in the State Treasury agree- 
ably to the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly 
passed the 31st day of March last, the said sum to be applied 
towards compleating the new prison of the said City and 
County of Philadelphia and the payment of the debts already 
incurred in building the same according to the true intent 
and meaning of the said Act for which the said Board is to 
be accountable. 

A letter was then written to John Bacon Esquire, President 
of the Board of Inspectors of the Jail of Philadelphia, inform- 
ing him of the drawing of the said warrant, and that it is the 
opinion of the Governor that no part of the appropriation 
by the said Act can be applied to purposes other than in com- 
pleating the new prison and the payment of the debts already 
accrued in building the same—it was also stated to him It 
would seem that the public interest would require that inas- 
much as the Act of the 22d of April 1803 seems to vest in the 
City and County of Philadelphia the right and title to the 
said prison that those in whom the requisite authority is 
vested ought (before any more of the appropriation is paid) 
to assent to the assumption of the Legislature for the use 
of the State of that right and title by the Act of the 31st 
of March 1812 and to the repealing clause of the same Act. 





Friday, September 18th 1812. 


Agreeably to the eighth section of the Act of the General 
Assembly for the regulation of the Militia of the Common- 
wealth passed the 9th day of April 1807, the Governor this 
day appointed Wilson Smith Esquire, of the Town of Erie 
to be Quarter Master General of the Militia of this Common- 
wealth, and a commission as such was this day transmitted 
to him, enclosed in a letter to him from the Governor authoriz- 
ing him to act also in the capacity of Commissary for fur- 
nishing supplies of provisions camp equipage and munitions 
of war for the Militia now in the public service at Erie and 
that may hereafter be ordered on service there or elsewhere 
on the North Western frontiers of this State, under the orders 
of the Executive, that for this service six thousand dollars 
will be placed to his credit in the Branch Bank at Pittsburg— 
and recommending a contract with Major Clarke for a supply 
of provisions, if he shall agree to furnish the ration at the 
same price that is paid by the United States to Ebenezer 
Denny. 
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The Governor this day granted Pardons to the following 
named persons Vizt—TLo Jacob Young who was convicted of 
Larceny and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Ses- 
sions of the peace of the County of Crawford on the thirtieth 
day of May 1811, and sentenced to undergo eighteen months 
imprisonment at Hard labour, and fined in the sum of twenty 
two dollars and fifty cents with costs of Suit &ca. 

To Mary Garrow who was convicted of Larceny upon two in- 
dictments in the City and County of Philadelphia, and sen- 
tenced upon the first by the Mayors Court to undergo eighteen 
months imprisonment at hard labour, and fined one dollar and 
costs of suit; and upon the second by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions to six months servitude at hard labour and i 
fined twenty five cents with Costs &ca. 

To Mary Anne Lewis who was convicted of Larceny and 
sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
County of Philadelphia on the eighth of March 1810 to under- 
go two years hard labour and fined one hundred and seventy 
nine dollars & seventy cents with costs. 

And to James Cooney who was convicted of Larceny & 
Forgery upon three indictments and sentenced by the Mayors 
Court, upon the first and second, each six months imprison- 
ment and a fine of one dollar with costs of suit &ca & upon 
the third to three years hard labour and a fine of one dol- 
lar &¢8. 





Saturday September 19th, 1812. 


By directions from the Governor the four pieces of brass 
Artillery the property of the state lately received from the 
City of Philadelphia and the apparatus appurtenant. thereto 
were this day entrusted to George Waggoner Peter Schott 
Jacob R. Stine and Isaiah Muhaffe to be by them transported 
from Harrisburg to Erie and delivered into the care and safe 
keeping of General John Kelso, and Wilson Smith Esqr of the 
County of Erie, to be used in the defence of the North West- 
ern frontiers of this State—of which General Kelso and Mr 
Smith were informed; and also of another field piece of 
Ordinance having been forwarded to the same place, and for 
the same use from Shippensburg by James Lamberton Esquire 
Brigade Inspector of the Militia of Cumberland County, under 
orders from the Governor. 





Monday September 21st, 1812. 
Letters from the Secretary of the Commonwealth were 
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written by order of the Governor to William Reed Esquire, 
Adjutant General and Samuel Cochran Esquire, Brigade In- 
spector of militia at Pittsburg to the first informing him of 
some delay that has unavoidably taken place in the procuring 
Cartouch boxes in time so as to have them at Pittsburg, on the 
second of October next; but that 400, or 500 will be forwarded 
in the early part of next week, and the remainder as soon as 
practicable in the mean-time rquesting him to procure from 
the United States military stores such number as may be 
necessary, to be replaced by those belonging to the State as 
soon as they arrive—and to the latter informing him that 
his draft on the Governor for 1250 dollars cannot be paid to 
Ebenezer Denny for supplies of provisions for the detach- 
ment of Pennsylvania Militia rendezvousing at Meadville 
under the Presidents requisition—it being in the opinion of 
the Governor, the duty of the Gentleman in the capacity of 
Contractor for the United States west of Allegheny to furnish 
those supplies and also of the Deputy Superintendant of 
Military stores at Pittsburg to furnish tents and camp equip- 
age. 





Tuesday September 22nd 1812. 


An informal report of the President and Managers of the 
Ridge turnpike company was this day returned, with a re- 
quest that the report may be so varied, as that the Governor 
may be informed what parts of the road have been perfected 
especially whether or not the two sections, one at the southern 
end next to Philadelphia and the north of Barren hill have 
been made agreeably to law the whole distance. 

Captain Daniel Christy, and the other officers of his troop 
of Light Dragoons were this day informed that a return must 
be made by the Brigade Inspector of the first Brigade of the 
eleventh Division of the election of the officers having been 
made according to law, before Commissions—can regularly 
he issued fo them—in the mean time the Governor applauds 
much the Patriotism with which they have made a tender of 
their services, at this crisis. 





Wednesday September 23d 1812. 


The Governor this day assented to and approved of the 
proposition for a loan of five hundred thousand dollars to the 
United States through the medium of Treasury notes by the 
Bank of Pennsylvania under the authority of the act of Gen- 
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eral Assembly entitled “An Act to authorize any incorporated 
Bank within the City of Philadelphia to make loans to the 
Government of the United States,” passed the 31st day of 
March last. 

A letter from Major General Henry Dearborn dated the 
twelfth instant to the Governor—was received this day—and 
was immediately transmitted to the Secretary of War. 

A Warrant was this day drawn on the State Treasurer in 
favor of John Cochran Esquire for the use of Wilson Smith 
Esqr Quarter Master General of the State at Erie on account 
of the subsistance of the troops in the service of the state at 
that place for three thousand dollars, which sum Mr Smith 
was informed by letter from the Deputy Secretary will be 
placed to his credit on the books of the Branch Bank at Pitts- 
burg, and subject to his drafts upon his making an arrange- 
ment with the cashier of the said Bank for that purpose. 

A Warrant was drawn by the Governor in favor of Cornelius 
Vanhorne on the State Treasurer for the sum of two thousand 
one hundred and eighty two dollars and nineteen cents being 
a balance due to him for money awarded by arbitrators in a 
suit brought by him against the Commonwealth for a com- 
pensation for a tract of one hundred and ninety acres and 
ninety perches of land being lot Ne 20 in the manor of Sun- 
bury & within the seventeen townships of the County of 
Luzerne taken from him under the provisions of the 9th sec- 
tion of an Act of the General Assembly of this Commonwealth 
passed the sixth day of April in the year, one thousand 
eight hundred and two, including the sum of twenty dollars 
and twenty-two cents costs of Suit. 

The Governor this day subscribed in the name and for the 
use of the Commonwealth four thousand five hundred shares 
of the Stock of the Company for erecting a permanent bridge 
over the River Susquehanna at or near Harrisburg in the 
County of Dauphin passed the third day of April 1809, and 
a Supplement thereto passed the seventeenth day of Jan- 
uary 1812.

Thursday, September 24th 1812. 


The Bonds of John Mulhallon as Prothonotary and Clerk 
of the different courts and of Leonard Nagle as Register of 
Wills and Recorder of Deeds in and for the County of Lehigh 
dated the seventh and twelfth days of the present month the 
first in sixteen hundred pounds and the last mentioned in one 
thousand pounds with their respective sureties to wit for 
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John Mulhollen, James Wilson and James Seagreaves; and 
for Leonard Nagle, James Wilson and Henry Wilson condi- 
tioned for faithfully discharging the duties of their respective 
offices according to law—were this day approved by the 
Governor, 





Friday September 25th 1812. 


The Governor this day granted a pardon to Elijah B. 
Mendenhall who was convicted of an Assault and Battery — 
with an intent to kill, and sentenced by the Court of General 
Quarter Sessions on the 13th and 16th days of January, at 
Chambersburg in the County of Franklin to undergo two 
vears imprisonment at hard labour and to pay costs of suit 
&ea, i . 

This pardon granted on Condition that said Mendenhall 
shall leave the State and not return. 

It having been intimated to the Governor by William Henry 
of Nazareth, that some Arms that had been sent by him to 
his son Joseph Henry at Philadelphia would probably be 
transported from Philadelphia to Harrisburg, orders were now 
issued by the Governor to Joseph Henry not to forward them, 
as an order had already been taken for their distribution in 
Philadelphia. 

Five hundred Cartouch boxes were this day forwarded to 
Sam! Cochran Inspector of the 1st Brigade of the 15th divi- 
sion of Militia at Pittsburg or in his absence to William 
Reed Adjutant General, or in his absence to Ephraim Pent- 
land Esqr to be delivered to the Militia that are to rendezvous 
at Pittsburg on the second of October next who may appear 
not to have been previously furnished. Should the troops 
have marched, the cartouch boxes to be sent after them, and 
receipts to be taken when delivered &ca. 





Saturday September 26th 1812. 


A letter was this day written to William Reed Esqr Ad- 
jutant General informing him that five hundred Cartouch 
boxes were forwarded yesterday for the use of the Militia to 
rendezvous at Pittsburg on the 2nd of October next, and re- 
questing his best endeavors to cause them to be delivered 
with all possible dispatch. 
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Monday September 28th 1812. 


The resignation of John MrKee of the office of Justice of 
the peace for the district numbered one composed of Shippens- 
burg and Hopewell Townships in Cumberland County was 
received and this day accepted by the Governor and thereupon 
John Wherry was appointed and commissioned to fill the va- 
eancy thus occasioned. 

Pardons were this day granted and the fines imposed upon 
the following named persons were this day remitted—in favor 
of David Thomas the sum of ten dollars and in favor of Wil- 
liam Thomas the sum of eight dollars—each to be imprisoned 
two callender months for Riot and Forcible entry and assault 
and Battery of which they were severally convicted at 
Norris-lown in Montgomery County on the eighteenth of 
August 1812. 

The Governor having been requested by some of the in- 
habitants of McKean and Potter Counties to order into Serv- 
ice for their protection against the Indians a part of Colonel 
Kilburns and Colonel Satterlies Regiments of Militia—this 
day instructed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to inform 
the applicants that those drafts are subject to the requisitions 
of the United States Government, and therefore the Governor 
cannot order them into the service of the United States, nor 
can he perceive the danger those counties have to apprehend 
the seat of war being considerably more than one hundred 
miles from them on the frontier of the State of New York. 

A petition and remonstrance of a number of citizens of 
Philadelphia, Applicants for the benefit of the insolvent law 
and others lately presented to him with the accompanying 
documents—-were this day transmitted to Messrs Charles In- 
gersoll, Wm Newbold and George Bartram Commissioners of 
Insolvents.

Tuesday September 29th 1812. 


Information to the Governor was this day received from 
Thomas Birch of an escheat that has happened to the Com- 
monwealth of an Estate in twenty acres of Land situate in 
Willistown Township in the County of Chester by the death 
of a certain Joseph Freeman intestate and without heirs or 
known kindred. 





Wednesday September 30th 1812. 
The Governor this day appointed and commissioned Mor- 
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decai Lewis and John Lewis Esquires, to be Justices of the 
peace in and for the County of Berks; the former for the 
fifth district composed of Caeruarvon Robeson and Union 
Townships and the latter for the district numbered ten, com- 
posed of the township of Bern, 

Upon considering the application of Adam Reigart Junr 
and John Bausman Esqrs Burgesses of the Borough of Lan- 
caster for the appointment of Christian Snyder as High Con- 
stable—the Governor instructed the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth to inform those Gentlemen that the Governor de- 
clines making such appointment at present, as he considers the 
application informal, and that in his opinion the case does 
not come within the meaning and intent of their act of in- 
corporation, regulating the Election of Borough Officers, nor 
of the law authorizing the Governor to fill vacancies in 
certain cases.

Friday, October 2nd, 1812. 


A letter was written to James Lamberton Inspector of the 
first Brigade of the seventh division of Militia, Cumberland 
County &ca in answer to the application of an artillery Com- 
pany in that brigade for a piece of ordnance; which he was 
directed to communicate to the officers and men of the said 
company, assuring them that whenever the Company shall 
be uniformed and equipped to the number of forty men and 
upwards, and the officers chosen, returned and commissioned 
agreeably to the law in such case made that the company 
shall be furnished with a piece of Ordnance from the public 
stores without delay.

of twenty seven dollars and two cents costs of suit &ea at 
the delivery of the said warrant the following engagements 
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was entered into—Vizt. I engage for Nathan Beach the 
representative of the Plaintiff Thomas White in whose favor 
the foregoing warrant was drawn by the Governor to deposit 
or have deposited in the office of the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth the whole of the title papers belonging to the land for 
which the said sum was awarded as a compensation to the 
plaintiff a Pennsylvania Claiment at any time when thereto

Monday, October 5th 1812. 


A pardon was this day granted to Tamer Norwood wife 
of Isaac Norwood who was convicted of Larceny and Sen- 
tenced by the court of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail 
delivery, also a Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
peace held at Harrisburg for Dauphin County on Monday the 
second of September 1812 to fifteen months hard labour and 
fined in the sum of one dollar with costs of suit &ca. 

In the case of William Wilson of Chillisquaque in North- 
umberland County against the Commonwealth for compensa- 
tion for a tract of three hundred and fifty six acres of Land 
situate in Claverick township in the County of Luzerne—the 
Attorney General was instructed to order an appeal for the 
Commonwealth from the award of Arbitrators. 





Tuesday, October 6th, 1812. 


The resignation of John L. Finney Esquire of the office of 
Prothonotary or clerk of the Supreme Court in and for the 
middle district of the Commonwealth—was received and ac- 
cepted by the Governor and thereupon George Augustus Frick 
was appointed and commissioned in his room and stead. 

The fine of fifteen dollars which was imposed upon James 
Wilson by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace 
of the County of Cumberland on the sixth day of January 
1812 upon his being convicted of Larceny, and for which offence 
he was also sentenced to two months servitude at hard labour 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 

A Warrant was this day drawn by the Governor on the 
State Treasurer for the sum of three thousand and forty two 
dollars and forty six cents payable to the heirs and legal 
representatives of John Steinmetz the Elder formerly of the 
City of Philadelphia according to their several shares therein; 
being money awarded by Arbitrators to them on four several 
suits instituted in the Court of Common pleas of Luzerne 
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County against the Commonwealth for two undivided tracts 
of Land within the seventeen townships of the County of Lu- 
zerne, held (not in severalty) by the said plaintiffs under 
the last will and testament of the said John Steinmetz deceased 
including forty two dollars and forty six cents the amount 
of costs that ought to have accrued if the parties had all 
joined in one suit, as from analogy if not positively they 
might have done under an Act of the General Assembly 
passed the thirteenth day of April 1807 entitled “A supplement 
te an Act entitled An Act to regulate arbitrations and pro- 
ceedings in Courts of Justice—the costs on three of the said 
four suits being held under advisement. 


Wednesday, October 7th 1812, 


Pardons were this day granted by the Governor to the 
following named persons—Vizt.—In favor of John Smith who 
was convicted of Larceny and sentenced by the Court of Gen- 
eral Quarter Sessions of the peace of the County of Phila- 
delphia on the fourteenth day of June 1810 and sentenced 
to three years imprisonment at hard labour and fined one 
dollar with costs of suit &ca. In favor of Peter Bussier who 
was convicted of Larceny, and sentenced by the same Court 
on the eighteenth day of September 1810 to undergo two 
years imprisonment at hard labour and fined twelve dollars 
with costs &ca.—To James Clarkson who was convicted of 
Larceny, and sentenced by the Mayors Court of Philadelphia 
on the fourth day of March 1812 to two years imprisonment 
at hard labour and a fine of one dollar with costs of suit 
&ca,.—In favor of Isaac Davis who was convicted of Larceny 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the peace of the County of Somerset on the twenty seventh 
day of May 1812, to two years imprisonment at hard labour 
and fined one hundred and fifty dollars &ca.—In favor of 
William Stoks alias Henry Foster who was convicted of Bur- 
glary Assault with intent to rob &ca &ca upon four indictments 
and sentenced by the Court of Oyer and Terminer and Gen- 
eral Jail delivery held in and for the County of Philadelphia 
in February 1808 for all the said offences to undergo fifteen 
years imprisonment at hard labour &ca this pardon was 
granted on condition of his leaving the State not to return. 





Thursday October 8th 1812. 
A letter was written by the direction of the Governor te 
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Samuel Wallach Esquire, Major of the second Battalion of 
the Fifty second Regiment of the eleventh Division informing 
him that as soon as a return of the election of Officers of 
the Rifle Company alluded to in his letter of the first instant 
is made and it shall appear that they have been duly elected 
and the Company equipped according to law; having a com- 
petent number of men, Commissions will be issued without 
delay and that the Governor applauds much their patriotism 
in tendering their services to their country in defence of its 
just rights at this important crisis. 


Friday, October 9th, 1812. 

A letter was written to John Duffey Henry Peterson and 
others of the City of Philadelphia signers of a memorial 
exhibiting complaints against the Commissioners acting under 
the authority of an Act of the General Assembly for the 
relief of insolvent debtors residing in the City and County 
of Philadelphia and their creditors “and against, their Sec- 
retary, in which they were informed that the Governor having 
read and considered the memorial is of the opinion that the 
charges are of a nature proper for the investigation of a 
Court of law and should the accused or any of them be con- 
victed on trial before a competent tribunal who all have heard 
their defence, the Governor will have no hesitation as to 
the course proper to be pursued. 

The Bond of Samuel Thomas as Captain Phineas Underwood 
as first Lieutenant and Zeba Hoyt second Lieutenant of a 
Company of Artillery attached to the second Brigade of the 
ninth division of Militia conditioned for the safe keeping, and 
return of sixty muskets to be loaned to that Company—was 
received—approved by the Governor and filed, and the said 
officers were informed that the Governor will order that num- 
ber to be delivered to such person as may be authorized 
to receive them at the seat of Government. 





Monday, October 12th 1812 


A letter was this day written by the Governor to Adjutant 
Genl Reed in answer to one received from General Reed of 
the 26th Ult. on the business of electing or designating a 
Brigadier General and other officers of the detachment ren- 
dezvousing at Pittsburg in which it was stated to General 
Reed by the Governor, that if the directions to elect a Brigadier 
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General and Field Officers and privates composing the detach- 
ment, be at variance with the letter and: spirit of the law— 
the law must undoubtedly govern—should the detachments 
consist of drafts, which be ascertained of the reports of the 
proper officers the designating principle must obtain. 


Tuesday October 13th, 1812. 


Jonas Hartzell and Peter Rhoads were this day appointed 
and commissioned Associate Judges of the Court of Common 
pleas in and for the County of Lehigh and George Scott and 
John McKean Associate Judges of the Court of Common pleas 
of the County of Bradford. 

A Warrant was this day drawn by the Governor on the 
State Treasurer in favor of John Cochran for the use of 
William Reed Esquire Adjutant General for the sum of eight 
thousand dollars payable out of the Militia fund, under the 
authority of the 24th and 34th sections of the militia law 
passed the ninth day of April 1807—towards meeting the nec- 
essary and unavoidable expenses of organizing subsisting and 
accommodating the two detachments of Militia of this state 
called into service by the Governor on the twenty sixth day 
cf August, and fifth day of September last in compliance with 
the requisition of the President of the United States, on the 
march to their respective places of rendezvous—for which 
sum the said William Reed is to be accountable. 


Wednesday, October 14th, 1812. 


Alexander Ogle Esqr was this day appointed and commis- 
sioned Prothonotary of the Court of Common Pleas and clerk 
of the Orphans Court, of the Court of General Quarter Ses- 
Sions of the peace, and of the Courts of Oyer and Terminer 
and General Jail Delivery holden by the Judges of the Court 
of Common pleas; also Register for the probate of Wills and 
granting letters of administration, and Recorder of Deeds 
in and for the County of Somerset,—and at the same time 
John B. Gibson was appointed and Commissioned by the Goy- 
ernor to be President and Judge of the several Courts of 
Common pleas in the eleventh Judicial district, or circuit 
consisting of the Counties of Bradford Tioga Wayne and Sus- 
quehanna to hold the said office so long as he shall behave 
himself well,

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A letter was written to Alexander Ogle Esqr by direction 
of the Governor inclosing the above mentioned Commissions 
and informing him that the appointment at this time has 
been rendered necessary by the operation of the 34 section 
of an Act of Assembly passed in the last session entitled “A 
supplement to an Act declaring the holding of any office or 
appointment under this State incompatible with the holding 
or exercising offices or appointments under the United States” 
which has been overlooked, and to which he was referred.

Saturday, December 19th, 1812. 


A Message from the Governor to both houses of the Legis- 
lature, laying before the General Assembly all communications, 
réquisitions, and orders preceding the organization of the two 
detachments of our Militia now in the service of the United 
States; and a statement in detail by the Adjutant General of 
the forces composing the said detachments, together with an 
account of expences incurred in the execution of the orders of 
the Executive.—The orders and proceedings had in relation 
to the defence of the frontier on Lake Erie were also com- 
municated.—In the said message it was recommended that pro- 
visions be made for payment of expences incurred, and for 
remunerating the services of the Adjutant General Reed and 
Quarter Master General Wilson Smith Esqr. 

A Commission was this day signed by the Governor and 
issued under the Great Seal of the State appointing Jacob 
Zelby of the City of Philadelphia an agent on the part of this 
Commonwealth, to receive secure and bring into this State a 
certain Lewis Laborde otherwise called Lewis Longchamp or 
Gontier who stands charged with having committed a forgery 
in the City of Philadelphia, on the Farmers and Mechanics 
Bank of the said City and having fled from the Justice, has 
been arrested in the State of Maryland and is now confined in 
the Jail of the City of Baltimore——At the same time the 
Governor of this State wrote a letter to his Pxcellency the 
Governor of the State of Maryland requesting that the said 
Fugitive may be delivered up to the said agent under the 
authority of the second section of the fourth Article of the 
Constitution of the United States and an Act of Congress of 
the twelfth of February 1793. 


Monday December 21st, 1812. 


Merrick Reeder, and Martin Ludie were appointed and com- 
missioned Justices of the peace the former for the district 
numbered 6, composed of the townships of Solebury and Buck- 
ingham in the County of Bucks, and the latter for the dis- 
trict numbered four composed of the townships of the Northern 
Liberties, and Penn, in the County of Philadelphia.

Fellow Citizens, 


he bill entitled An Act to incorporate the town of Orwigs- 
purg, in the County of Schuylkill, into a borough, was pre- 
sented to me on the 18th instant. After serious deliberation, 
I have now directed the Secretary to return the bill to the 
House of Representatives in which it originated, with the 
following objections against its being enacted into a law : 


1st Because the 6th section authorises the burgess, ju- 
dicially, to recover fines and forfeitures for the benefit of 
the, Corporation, incurred under borough ordinances enacted 
in a legislative capacity, by himself, his assistants, or com- 
mon council. Thus vesting one and the same officer with 
powers legislative and Judicial, a principle inconsistent, 
with both the letter and spirit of our frame of Government. 


2nd Because, inasmuch as no tribunal possessing judicial 
powers, can exist in Pennsylvania without the Executive com- 
mission for that purpose to the officer, it becomes matter of 
great doubt, whether it is competent to vest in the incumbent 
of an office created by themselves, powers judicially to act. 


3rd Because, though it is not competent for one judicial 
tribunal, to appoint the incumbents of another tribunal pos- 
sessing independently, equal or even minor powers, yet 
does this bill authorise the court of Quarter Sessions of 
Schuylkill County, in case of neglect by the inhabitants to 
elect their Borough Officers, forthwith to appoint the burgesses, 
who, in conjunction with the Common Council (also in that 
ease to be appointed) have not only the right to legislate, 
but also judicially to decide on cases and facts arising out 
of borough ordinances, made by themselves: powers transcend- 
ing for those possessed by the appointing tribunal, or any other 
tribunal known to the Constitution. 

Independently of the above objections, there is another, on 
ihe ground of expediency because, 


4th From the mandates of the tribunal created by the bill, 
however oppressive they may be, there is no appeal. There 
is no mode for redress whatsoever prescribed in the bill. 

The responsibility and delicacy, always connected with the 
rejection by the Executive, of the solemn act of the representa- 
tives of the people, in the present case much increased, from 


the consideration that provisions similar to some of those 


that form the ground for objection to the passage of this 
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bill, may heretofore inadvertently have been sanctioned by 
Hxecutive approbation.

Whereas by a return duly made by the Judges of a special 
election held in the Counties of Fayette and Greene, on tuesday 
the sixteenth day of February last in pursuance of Writs is- 
sued by me on the thirteenth day of January last, under the 
authority of an Act of the General Assembly passed the 
eighteenth day of February, One thousand eight hundred and 
five, it appears that Isaac Griffin Esquire, has been duly 
elected to serve as a Representative of this State in the house 
of Representatives of the United States to supply the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of John Smilie Esquire: And Whereas 
in and by one other Act of the General Assembly passed the 
second day of April, one thousand eight hundred and two, 
it is provided that the Governor having received the return 
of such election shall declare by Proclamation the name of 
the person or persons to him returned as duly elected in each 
respective district. Now therefore I have issued this Proc- 
lamation hereby publishing and declaring that the said Isaac 
Griffin is duly elected and chosen a Representative of the 
people of this Commonwealth to serve in the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States during the remainder of the 
term for which the said John Smilie was elected to serve.

The Governor having read and considered the Bill entitled 
“An Act to establish a general system of Banking lately 
presented to him for his signature; and not approving thereof, 
this day directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to re- 
turn the same to the House of Representatives in which it

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originated, and the same was accordingly returned accompanied 
by the Governors objections thereto—as follow—Vizt. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


Nothing less than the most perfect conviction of my under- 
standing and the strongest urgings of duty, could induce me 
to return, for reconsideration, a bill presented to me by the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania ; with whom it has been my hap- 
piness to act in unison, and with whom even to differ in 
opinion, gives me pain. I have, with an anxiety proportioned 
to its importance, and with the deference justly due to the 
constituted authorities which have passed it, read and care- 
fully evamined the provisions, tendencies and probable con- 
sequences of the bill, entitled “An act to establish a general 
system of banking,’ and cannot approve of it; and have ac- 
cordingly directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth to 
return it to the House of Representatives, where it originated, 
with the following objections: 

First. Because corporations are privileged orders, vested 
with certain rights and immunities, not enjoyed, nor, without 
penalties, to be exercised by the great body of the people. 
And whenever an association of individuals are legally vested 
with such peculiar powers and privileges, it ought to be either 
called for by the general voice of the people, or be so mani- 
festly for the promotion of the public weal, and beyond the 
accomplishment of individual enterprise and ability, as to 
satisfy the judgment, and thus secure the vote of an indis- 
putable majority of the whole Legislative Assembly. This ob- 
jection is founded on that equality of rights, which is the 
vital principle that pervades our constitution, gives it all its 
excellence and dispenses the Blessings which—pre-eminently 
distinguish the Citizens of the United States. 

Second. Because every objection which can be urged against 
corporations generally gathers weight and strength when di- 
rected against monied institutions; the undue influence of 
which has often been the subject of well founded complaint. 

To wrestle with and put down this influence, new associa- 
tions have been formed, applications for new charters for 
similar establishments have multiplied; and in proportion as 
they have been granted, has been the multiplication of new 
applications. These facts apply with peculiar force to the 
City of Philadelphia, where those institutions had their origin, 
in this Country; but should the system be enlarged, as con- 
templated by the bill under consideration, the evil will over- 
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spread the whole state, and it is much to be feared, will 
taint the purity of elections, and eventually prostrate the 
rights of the people. 


Third. Because it is questionable whether too much has 
not already been done in granting to corporations the privilege 
to coin money—a money which, not answering the purpose of 
foreign commerce drains the country of its precious metals, 
and in their lieu substitutes a currency which is without any 
value, except what is stamped by public confidence. The grant- 
ing such an inherent right of sovereignty to individuals, 
avowedly associated to promote their pecuniary interests, is 
putting it in their power to increase the circulating paper 
Inedium of the country to such an extent as will result in 
depreciation of, or a total want of confidence in bank paper ; 
events too deplorable not to be deprecated by every good 
citizen. 


Fourth. Because the most diligent inquiries, and informa- 
tion from the best sources, have satisfied me that the present 
banking Capital of Pennsylvania is equal to the discounting 
all the good paper, which for many months has been offered, 
or will be offered during the continuance of the war in which 
we are engaged; and therefore the establishment of twenty- 
five new-banks, dispersed all over the State, with a capital of 
9,525,000 dollars, would, by the readiness to give credit, invite 
to visionary speculations; divert men from useful pursuits ; 
damp the ardor of industrious enterprize, and consequently 
demoralize the community. 


Fifth. Because, as banks are multiplied, so will be in- 
creased the difficulty of distinguishing real from counterfeit 
bank notes, thus facilitating the means of imposition upon 
the ignorant and unwary, and, by the hope of impunity, tempt- 
ing more to join in committing the crimes, already too pre- 
valent, of counterfeiting and passing counterfeit notes. At 
present the variety of designs and signatures to our bank notes 
are not so diversified, but what an attentive observer may, 
with tolerable certainty, discriminate between a genuine and 
counterfeit note; but if twenty-five new institutions be privi- 
leged to issue paper money, each one electing its own device, 
mode of execution, kind of paper on which it shall be printed, 
and each having its own officers to sign and countersign them, 
how difficult, how almost impossible will it be, for our citizens 
to know when a piece of paper purporting to be worth five, 
ten or one hundred dollars, be in fact worth any of those 
sums, or not worth one cent. 


Ss 
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Sixth. Because, although petitions have been presented, 
asking the incorporation of banks in some counties of the 
state, yet upon inquiry I have not learned that any application 
for the establishment of a system, so novel and extensive, 
has been made to the Legislature; nor has this want of ex- 
pression of the public wishes in favor of such a system been 
made unequivocal by the votes of the Legislature. The bill 
was carried, as appears from the journals, by a majority of 
one in each House: in either branch of the Legislature had 
this bill a majority of the whole number of its members. 

Seventh. Because the history of all nations that have 
authorized an extensive paper Currency, and the experience of 
our own Country, have furnished melancholy examples of the 
disastrous consequences which flow from such a system. 

Righth. Because a time of War is an unpropitious era to 
try experiments, particularly when those experiments may 
seriously affect the finances of the Commonwealth, which 
now draws a revenue, more than equal to all its current ex- 
penses, from the bank stock which it owns in the banks already 
incorporated. 

Ninth. Because, under all the circumstances, no material 
injury can result from an arrestation of the Dill, until the 
next session of the Legislature; whereas, if it were now to 
pass into a law, it might produce evils not in the power of a 
subsequent Legislature to correct: because an Act incorporat- 
ing a company for the purposes of banking partakes of the 
nature of a contract, against the imparing of which there is 
a constitutional prohibition; for a provision wisely introduced 
into several laws lately passed, vesting associated individuals 
with corporate powers and exclusive privileges, authorising a 
subsequent Legislature to repeal and annul such law, if the 
privileges thereby granted should at any time prove injurious 
to the community, happens, very unfortunately, not to have 
been introduced into this novel and important Dill. At all 
events, if I am mistaken, misinformed, or in error, the repre- 
sentatives of the people, upon a review of the bill, can if 
they think proper give it effect, independently of executive 
sanction, by such a majority as would unequivocally express 
the public opinion, and designate it to the law of the land.

of the intention of the Government of the United States to 
build a 74 gun ship, and a frigate in the Navy Yard at Phila- 
delphia; and soliciting, at the instance of the president of 
the United States, to have suspended by the Legislature of 
this State during the continuance of the War for reasons by 
them urged the opening of Federal street through the said 
Navy Yard, and the vacation of other projected streets lanes 
and alleys. 


Jesse Ross and Benjamin Ackle were this day appointed and 
commissioned by the Governor to be Justices of the peace, 
the former for the district including the Township of Rush, 
and the latter for the district including the Township of 
Wyalusing, both in and for the County of Bradford.

the United States at Erie within the limits of Pennsylvania— 
and thereupon issued his General Orders for calling the number 

of men into service in conformity thereto as follows—Vizt. 


General Orders. 
Harrisburg 31st March, 1813. 


A requisition having been made by the Executive authority 
of the General Government. That I would order on service 
for the United States for the protection of our Naval Arma- 
ment at the town of Erie in the County of Erie within the 
limits of Pennsylvania a detachment of Militia. 

Therefore in compliance with the said requisition I order 
into the Military service of the Union to rendezvous at the 
said town of Erie on or befere the twentieth day of April 
next a detachment to consist of 1000 Men to be drafted 
from the 11th, 12th, and 18th divisions, and of Cap- 
tain Samuel Thomas his company of Artillery of the 
9th division who have patriotically’ volunteered their service 
to the Governor—Which detachment shall be organized and 
officered agreeably to the rules and regulations that obtain 
in the army of the U. S. recognized by an Act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State passed the 29th instant, and agreeably also 
to the several other laws of this State relative to the Militia 
so far forth as such laws will apply to and come in Aid 
of the orders of the Secretary at War and the special pro- 
visions of the said law of the 29th inst. of which detachment I 
have constituted Reese Hill Esq. of Greene County Colonel 
by Commission under the Great Seal of the state who is to 
obey and execute all orders that issue to him from his 
superior officer of the U. S. Army. On the officers and pri- 
vates under his Command strict obedience is enjoined to all 
his orders and commands so long as the detachment shall 
remain in the service of the United States. 

The Commander in Chief with pleasure and with pride quotes 
from a letter to him from General William H. Harrison an 
enconium highly to the credit of the detachment of Pennsyl- 
vania Militia under his command as worthy the imitation of 
our Citizen soldiers. “I can assure you there is no corps 
on whom J rely with more confidence, not only for the fidelity 
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of undaunted valor in the field but for those virtues which 
are more rarely found amongst the Militia—patience and for- 
iitude under Great hardships and deprivations—and cheerful 
obedience to all commands of their Officers.”

Harrisburg, 31st March, 1813. 


The following instructions are given relative to the 
detachment of Pennsylvania Militia to rendezvous at Erie, 
on Lake Erie, to the Adjutant General, his Deputy and 
to the Brigade Inspectors of the 11th, 12th and 138th divisions 
of Pennsylvania Militia—The detachment shall be organized 
and officered by the Adjutant General or by his Deputy 
as follows Vizt.—One Colonel commandant (already ap- 
pointed) the marching Lieutenant Colonel and marching major 
of the 1st Brigade of the 13th division, and the marching 
major of the ist Brigade of the 11th Division, One Surgeon 
from the 12th division ten Captains, ten first Lieutenants, ten 
second Lieutenants, ten third lieutenants and ten Ensigns 

From the 11th division are to be drafted 419, from the 
12th division 100, and from the 13th 490 Men, including officers 
—T'he Brigade Inspectors respectively will order Captains 
designated by law to march, each of them with 100 men in- 
cluding officers as aforesaid. The marching Lieutenant and 
two supernumerary Lieutenants to serve one as second the 
other as third Lieutenants who are to draw for rank at the 
place of rendezvous, and the marching Ensign—And it is of 
the utmost importance that some force be stationed at Hrie 
as early as circumstances will permit and at all events on 
the 20th day of April next; the Companies as soon as formed 
will march as directed by the Secretary at War by the most 
direct route to Erie the place of rendezvous,—The respective 
brigade Inspectors, will supply what is needful for the com- 
fort and convenience of the troops to the place of rendezvous ; 
and having arrived then shall immediately be under the Com- 
mand of Colonel Rees Hill, Commandant of the detachment 
and obey in all things his orders.—That you will collect the 
public arms in your brigade and furnish therewith those of 
the men ordered on service that have not Arms is so obviously 
your duty as not to need reiteration.—Those who march with- 
out arms will be furnished at the place of rendezvous.

Instructions for Col. Reese Hill, Commandant of a Regiment 
of Pennsylvania Militia to be stationed at Erie, agreeably to 
the orders of the U. S. Government. 

For carrying into effect General orders of this day, for 
the marching of 1000 Militia to Erie, you have, entrusted to 
you 4500 dollars for distribution amongst the several Brigade 
Inspectors herein-after named for the purpose of defraying 
out of the sums to them respectively to be delivered by you. 
the expense incident to the marching from their places of 
residence, the Militia——They are respectively to march to Erie, 
the place of Rendezvous. Out of the said sum of $4500 dol- 
lars, you will deliver to John Young and William Moore brigade 
inspectors of the 11th division 1960 dollars—to George Graham 
and Andrew Mann, brigade Inspectors of the 12th division 400 
dollars and to George Armstrong and Uriah Springer brigade 
inspectors of the 18th division 1640 dollars; a sum to each 
of the said Brigade Inspectors in proportion, as he shall have 
men to march, to make up with the men heretofore furnished, 
the Brigades quota, agreeably to the Adjutant Generals ap- 
portionment, under General Orders of the 12th May 1812.—from 
each of whom you will take receipts, to account with the ac- 
countant department at the seat of Government.

Two warrants were this day drawn by the Governor on 
the State Treasurer—One under the authority of an Act of 
Assembly of the 29th instant (a supplement to the militia 
law) in favor of Rees Hill Colonel Commandant of the Erie 
detachment, for the sum of 4,500 dollars to be accounted for 
by him according to the Governors instructions of this date :— 

And the other under the authority of an Act of Assembly 
passed the 26th instant, in favor of Caleb Johnston of Har- 
risburg for six hundred dollars on loan to be repaid according 
to the terms of the said Act of General Assembly—he having 
given the requisite security. 


Thursday, April 1st, 1813. 


The following letters were this day written by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth with the approbation of the Governor— 
Vizt, 
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To Ebenezer Denny HEsqr Contractor for the Western dis- 
trict requesting that he will immediately make the necessary 
arrangements to furnish with rations the Troops that are to 
rendezvous at Erie on or before the twenty sixth day of 
this month under the command of Colonel Rees Hill in pur- 
suance of the Governors General orders of yesterday issued 
in obedience to the requisition of the President of the United 
States. 

To the Deputy Quarter Master General of the United States 
inclosing a copy of the Governors General Orders of yester- 
day—and requesting him to make immediate arrangements 
for furnishing 935 privates—1 Col. 1 Lieutenant Col.—two 
Majors—ten Captains, ten first lieutenants, ten second Lieu- 
tenants, ten third Lieutenants and ten ensigns and one Surgeon 
with the necessary supplies from the Quarter Masters de- 
partment at the time the detachment shall arrive at Brie, 
where Wilson Smith Esqr the Quarter Master General of the 
Militia of this State will receive, and receipt for the articles 
furnished. 

To Wilson Smith Esqr Quarter Master General of the Militia 
of this State, requesting him to receive and to receipt for 
the said Articles when they arrive, to distribute the same, 
and generally to render every aid in his power to Coll. Rees 
Hill the Commandant of the detachment for effecting the 
object of his appointment. 

To Captain Samuel Thomas of the Luzerne County Artillery 
inclosing a copy of the Governor’s General Orders of yester- 
- day, with a check on the Branch Bank at Wilkesbarre for 
the sum of five hundred dollars for the purpose of supplyiing 
the Men of his Company of Artillery with necessaries on their 
march to the place of rendezvous at Brie, where he was 
directed to proceed with his Company with the least possible 
delay. 

To General John Armstrong Secretary at War enclosing the 
Governors General Orders of yesterday predicated on the 
letter of requisition from the Secretary at War of the 234 
of last month, for calling forth a detachment of One thousand 
Militia for the defence of the public stores &ca at Erie. 

Authentic copies of the Act of the General Assembly passed 
the 29th day of March last entitled “An Act to suspend the 
opening of certain streets, lanes and alleys in the district 
of Southwark” were this day forwarded by the Secretary of 
the Commonwealth, one to the Secretary of the Navy, and 
another to Alexander James Dallas Esqrs Attorney of the 
United States for the district of Pennsylvania. 
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Saturday, April 34, 1813. 


Pardons were this day granted by the Governor to Phineas 
B. Dailey and George Fleming the former convicted of Lar- 
ceny and sentenced by the Court of Gen! Quarter Sessions 
of the County of Philadelphia the 24th day of September 1811, 
to 4 years imprisonment at hard labor and to pay a fine 
of fifty cents &ca and the latter convicted of the like offence 
upon two indictments on the fourth day of December 1811, 
to undergo two years imprisonment at hard labour for each 
offence and fined in the sum of fifty cents each with costs 
of prosecution &ca, 


Monday, April 5th 1813. 


The resignation of John Gloninger Esquire, of the office 
of Associate Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of the 
County of Dauphin, made in consequence of his having been 
elected one of the Representatives of this State in the house 
of Representatives of the United States for the district com- 
posed of the Counties of Dauphin and Lancaster was this 
day accepted by the Governor. 

A letter was this day written to John Phillips Esquire, at 
Erie by the Deputy Secretary under the directions of the 
Governors signifying the Governors intention to appoint and 
commission him Agent or Paymaster under the several Acts 
of Assembly relative to the detachment of our Militia now 
in the service of the United States under General Harrison, 
in full confidence that he will accept thereof; and enclosing 
a blank bond for his signature, and that of two other gentle- 
men as his sureties to be approved of by the Governor. 

An authentic copy of an Act of the Legislature of this 
State entitled “An Act making further provisions for the 
Militia and Volunteers of this State in the service of the 
United States” passed the twenty ninth day of March 1813 
whereby is granted a bounty of twenty dollars to each of 
the non-commissioned officers and privates composing the de- 
tachment of Militia, who may have served the tour of duty for 
which they were designated, was this day transmitted to Gen- 
eral Richard Crooks of the North Western Army, with a 
request from the Governor, that he would as soon as may 
be, furnish the requisite pay rolls to Colonel John Phillips 
at Erie who has been appointed Agent or paymaster for the 
occasion. 

Messieurs John Binns and David Acheson Agents for the 
Commonwealth were this day entrusted by the Governor, to 
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compleat the negotiations already opened, and such as may 
have been opened or that they shall open subsequent to the 
date of their last communication to the Governor on the 
first instant, with bodies politic or individuals for the purpose 
of compleating the subscriptions of one million dollars; And 
that they enter, or procure to have entered for the Governor 
of this State on the books opened for the United States loan 
in the common form and on the terms prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of the United States Treasury a subscription on be- 
half of, and for the State of Pennsylvania of one million dol- 
lars; and that they make, as well all other arrangements, and 
do any and all act and acts with the said Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, as with- the subscribers to the 
state loan as shall be lawful under the laws that authorize 
the said loan to the State, and the subscription to the United 
States loan, and that shall be needful for the attainment of 
the object of the said laws. 

The Governor resumed the consideration of the requisition 
of the General Government made on the twentieth day of the 
last month—and thereupon issued his General orders in the 
following words to wit. 


General Orders. 
Harrisburg, 5th April, 1818. 


The general Government having put in requisition a detach- 
ment of 1000 drafted militia of this State for the protection 
of the City of Philadelphia and the Shores of the Delaware 
against a naval or other attack from the enemy’s squadron 
now on our coast; I do, therefore, in compliance with the 
said requisition, order into the service of the Union a de- 
tachment of 1000 men, including officers to be composed of 
one Company of Artillery, and of infantry from the first di- 
vision heretofore drafted and designated for service, as directed 
by the Adjutant General under general orders of the 12th 
May, 1812, to rendezvous at Philadelphia on the 18th day of 
April instant. Lewis Rush, of the City of Philadelphia, whom 
I have appointed and commissioned Colonel of the said de- 
tachment, and the officers and privates composing the Same, 
are to be under the command of General Bloomfield, the 
commanding General of the district, whose orders the said 
Colonel Commandant and the detachment under him are strictly 
to execute. The detachment is to be otherwise officered 
agreeably to the orders of the Secretary at War, recognized 
by an Act of the General Assembly of this Commonwealth, 
passed the 29th day of March last, past, and agreeably also 
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to the other laws now in force relative to the militia, so far 
forth as such laws will apply to and come in aid, as well 
of the requisitory orders aforesaid as of the special provisions 
of the said Act of Assembly, of the 29th March last. The 
Adjutant General is directed, for the complete organization and 
officering of the detachment, to issue is orders in detail. 


Colonel John Binns, Aid to the Governor, will communicate 
these orders to Colonel Rush, and furnish General Bloomfield 
with a copy thereof.

In order to the execution of the General Orders of the 
Commander in Chief of yesterday, the Adjutant General directs 
the following organization and officering of the detachment 
destined for the service of the United States :— 


The detachment will be commanded by Lewis Rush, Colonel 
Commandant, appointed and commissioned by the Governor. 
Under him are to serve in command the marching Lieutenant 
Colonel and marching Major from the first brigade of the 
first division also the marching Major from the second brigade 
of said division, The Lieutenant Colonel to have attached 
to him his regimental surgeon. 


Ten Captains, ten lieutenants, ten ensigns, as designated by 
law, ten second lieutenants, and ten third lieutenants, to be 
chosen agreeably to the act supplementary to the Militia law, 
passed 29th March, 1813. 


The detachment to consist of ten companies, of one hundred 
men in each, officers and privates. Nine of said Companies 
shall be composed of the drafted Infantry and one of Ar- 
tillery; four hundred infantry and one hundred artillery to 
be furnished by the first brigade, and five hundred infantry 
from the second brigade of said first division. 


The Brigade Inspectors of the proper brigades will im- 
mediately communicate these orders to the officers concerned, 
to uSe all legal means to have the detachment at the place 
of rendezvous at the time appointed to collect all the public 
arms Within their respective brigades, and therewith arm the 
detachment. If any should be unsupplied it is presumed they 
will be furnished out of the United States arsenal on loan. 


Col. Lewis Rush is hereby appointed my assistant to or- 
ganize the detachment, agreeably to law and the General 
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orders, and Col. John Binns Aid to the Commander in Chief, 
is solicited to aid and assist him therein.

of the 34 day of August 1811.

John Batdorff and John Breitenbach were this day appointed 
and commissioned Justices of the peace in and for the County 
of Lebanon—the former for the district of the township of 
Heidleberg lately district numbered 1 as it stood in Dauphin 
County—and the latter for the township and Borough of 
Lebanon, lately district numbered 2, in Dauphin County. 

John Phillips Esquire, was this day appointed and com- 
missioned Agent or Paymaster of the Militia of this State 
now, or lately in the service of the United States under the 
Command of General William Harrison under the authority 
of the Acts of the General Assembly of the twenty sixth day of 
February, and the 29th day of March last, the first entitled “An 
Act to grant compensation for extra services to the Militia 
of this Commonwealth now in service under the command of 
General William Harrison” and the latter entitled “An Act 
making further provisions for the militia and volunteers of 
this State in the service of the United States.” 

The Governor this day issued General Orders supplementary 
to those issued on the thirty first day of March last, for the 
rendezvousing at Erie in the County of Erie of one thousand 
Militia to be Commanded by Colonel Commandant Rees Hill 
Esqr subject to the orders of the General Commanding within 
the proper district of the United States—as follows—Vizt. 

To William Reed Adjutant General of the Militia of Penn- 
sylvania. 

Tf in the discharge of the duty incumbent on you by law 
before or at the time of the organization of the detachment 
at Erie on the 20th instant, ordered into service in Conformity 
with a requisition made by the constituted authority of the 
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U. S. You shall have discovered, or shall at the time of the 
organization discover that the number of 1000 men including 
officers will not or have not appeared at the said rendezvous— 
I do in order to comply with the said U. States requisition 
Authorize you the said Adjutant General William Reed to 
issue orders to the Brigade Inspector of the 2d brigade of 
the 16th Division, and the Brigade Inspector of the 1st brigade, 
of the 15th Division, and the Brigade Inspectors of the 
14th Division, or any of them for drafting a number of men 
sufficient for to fill the requisition to each of them or to any 
of them in the proportion their respective brigades shall bear 
to the number required. Or that you accept Volunteers if 
any shall through you tender their service to the Governor— 
But in no instance are you to depart in the organization or 
officering any such troops from the rule prescribed by the Sec- 
retary at War recognized by an Act of the Legislature of 
this State passed the 29th march last, past,—That agreeably 
to precedent established in the case of two detachments of 
militia that have been in the service of the Unitd States.— 
You demand from the proper U. States officer or officers at 
Pittsburg or elsewhere that the said detachment be furnished 
with arms, ammunition and all camp equipments necessary for 
field duty such as were furnished you for the said detachments 
lately in the service of the United States.—Quarter Master 
General, Wilson Smith will deliver on your order or the orders 
of Colonel Hill, the brass field pieces with the apparatus now 
at Erie or Waterford, and any other military property there 
remaining if occasion shall require.

A Warrant was drawn and signed by the Governor in favor 
of William Reed Esquire Adjutant General for the sum of 
five hundred dollars to be applied in the discharge of duties 
incumbent on him agreeably to an Act of the General Assembly 
passed the twenty ninth day of March last entitled “A further 
supplement to the Act for the regulation of the militia of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania” for which sum the said 
William Reed is to account to the Accountant department ac- 
cording to law. 

Letters were written to Samuel Edwards, Thomas D. And- 
erson and General William Brooke containing an order for 
furnishing sixty musquets for the use of the Chester Volun- 
teers, upon the officers of that company entering into the 
usual bond for returning the said Arms in good order and 
condition when demanded. 


Saturday, April 10th, 1813. 


A vacancy having happened in the representation of. this 
State in the house of Representatives of the United States 
in consequence of the death of Robert Whitehill Esquire, the 
Governor this day issued Writs under the Great Seal of the 
State to the respective Sheriffs of the Counties of Cumberland 
Franklin and Adamg commanding each of them to hold an 
election in his respective County on Tuesday the eleventh day 
of May next for choosing a Representative of this Common- 
wealth in the House of Representatives of the United States 
to fill the vacancy which has happened as aforesaid. 





Monday, April 12th 1813. 


The resignation of Samuel Duffield Esquire, of the office 
of Port Physician to reside in the City of Philadelphia was 
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received and accepted, and thereupon the Governor appointed 
and commissioned John S. Dorsey of Philadelphia to fill the 
said vacancy. 


One thousand cartridge boxes were this day forwarded to 
Wilson Smith Esquire Quarter Master General for the use of 
the militia now in the service of the United States at Erie 
under the orders of the Governor. 





Tuesday, April 13th, 18138. 


A letter was written by the Governor to Col John Binns 
relating to the defence of the Bay and River Delaware, and 
touching ‘the loan of the Loan of one million dollars by this 
State to the United States. 


The Governor this day appointed the following named per- 
sons to the offices annexed to their names respectively, and 
they were commissioned accordingly. 


John Ashmead Master Warden and Stephen Girard, William 
Newbold, William West, William Bethel, Paul Cox and James 
Josiah to be Assistant Warden for the term of one year, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Act of Assembly of 29th 
March 1803. 


Zenas Bliss and Joab Tyler to be Justices of the peace for 
the County of Susquehanna, the former for the district in- 
cluding the township of Bridgewater, and the latter for the 
district including the township of Hartford. 





Wednesday, April 14th, 1813. 


Commissions were this day signed by the Governor, and 
issued under the Great Seal constituting and appointing George 
Alberti Junior, and Jonathan Raybold of the City of Phila- 
delphia, Agents on the part of this Commonwealth the former 
to receive and secure, and to bring into this State, a certain 
Thomas MeCoy from the Jail of the City of New York where 
he is now confined, and who stands charged in this State with 
the murder of a certain Andrew Garrett; and the latter 
to receive secure and bring in like manner a certain John Moor 
from the Jail of the City of Baltimore, where he is now con- 
fined and who stands charged in this State with being ac- 
cessary to the said murder,—in order to abide their trial 
respectively for the offences charged against them—and letters 
were written by the Governor of this State to the respective 
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Governors of the States of New York and Maryland requesting 
him to cause the proper measures to be taken for delivering 
up the said prisoners accordingly. 
The Governor took into consideration a letter received from 
the Secretary at War written by the direction of the President 
of the United States on the seventh instant, and thereupon 
issued his General Orders in the following words—to wit: 


General Orders. 
Harrisburg, 14th April, 1813. 


The President of the United States under date of the 7th 
instant, having through the Secretary at War, expressed the 
opinion that the City of Philadelphia is not menaced by any 
imminent danger; but that the Shores of the Delaware being 
liable to outrage, it might be well to have a Corps ready to 
repel attacks, should they be made.—That to fulfil both these 
purposes it might be sufficient, to organize arm and equip a 
Corps of Militia and hold it ready to be called into actual 
service, either wholly or partially by the General officers com- 
manding the district—According in opinion with the President 
and in order to prevent a diversion from other pursuits of 
a large portion of our Citizens by ordering them into the 
field when there is no enemy to oppose. I do revoke so much 
of the General Orders of the fifth instant as directs the 
detachment ordered on service to rendezvous on the nineteenth 
instant, at Philadelphia; and I do now order and direct that 
the organization of the detachment and officering the Com- 
panies respectively, agreeably to the Adjutant Generals detail 
attached to said orders of the fifth instant be done and per- 
formed by Colonel Commandant Lewis Rush within each bat- 
talion bounds, of which the first division is composed on the 
said nineteenth day of of April, and on any day or days before 
the twenty seventh instant. 

The proper Brigade Inspectors are ordered to give notice 
to the drafts of the Battalions respectively of the day and 
hour on which the said Colonel Rush will attend for the or- 
ganization and officering of a Company or companies out of 
such Battalion—In the performance of which service it is 
presumed he will have the assistance of Colonel John Binns. 

The duties incumbent on said brigade Inspectors and on 
the officers and men to compose the detachment it is fondly 
anticipatel will be performed with their accustomed zeal and 
alacrity. 

The detachment being organized and equipped as directed, 
will hold itself in readiness for actual service in the field, and 
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rendezvous for that purpose at such time and place, as Briga- 
dier General Bloomfield the Commanding General of the district 
shall order and direct. 

Colonel John Binns aid to the Governor is directed to furnish 
a copy of this order to General Bloomfield, and to present 
duplicates thereof to Colonel Lewis Rush and the Brigade In- 
spectors of the 1st Division of Pennsylvania Militia.

if there be, or there be not, entries and partition walls in the 
24 and 34 stories; or if there be one or more—if there be or 
be not laid on the inside a rough Coat of Plastering; And If 
the arch should be over the third story and under the roof, 
instead of being built over the first story.—it is essential that 
the ground floor be laid with oak plank.—that the lot of 
ground be enclosed with a brick wall and that the whole 
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surface be filled up with earth sufficiently high to lead the 
rain and other water therefrom. into, and upon the adjoin- 
ing street:—The Legislature appropriation is fifteen thousand 
dollars the expense cannot exceed the same.—Proposals it is 
expected will be accompanied by a draft, and explanatory 
notes.

Agreeably to the provisions of an Act of the General As- 
sembly dated the twenty ninth day of March last; entitled “An 
Act to provide for the erection of an Arsenal in the City of 
Philadelphia ;” the Governor this day directed & instructed 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth to issue notice in one 
or more of the newspapers published in the City of Phila- 
. delphia calling for proposals for building the said Arsenal 
according to the following dimensions and plan—that is to say. 


Harrisburg, May 6th, 18138. 
Secretary of the Commonwealths Office.— 
Proposals will be received at this office for executing the 
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plan adopted by the Governor for an Arsenal, at Philadelphia 
until the fifteenth inst Vizt, 

The building to be placed three feet from the northern side 
of the lot. 

The one gable to front Juniper Street, and to extend Hast 
166 feet, and to be 30 feet wide—to be three stories high and 
to have a cellar thereunder seven feet high in the clear— 
there shall be a lightning rod at each end. 

The first story to be eleven feet—the second ten, and the 
third nine feet, between the floors—The roof to pitch north 
and south, and to be covered with slate, and to be coped with 
lead—to have brick cornices and battlements, and the long 
walls to be tied together on the third story and raising floor, 
with iron straps and bolts, not fewer than eight in each of 
the two upper floors. 

The outside walls as high as the square, and three of the 
partition walls in the first story to be fourteen inches thick, 
and to be grouted—the same with the Cellar walls.—The first 
story to be finished in a suitable manner for the accommo- 
dation of twenty-eight field pieces, mounted on their car- 
riages :—each apartment to contain two.—The partition walls, 
other than the three above named, shall be nine inches thick, 
and are all of them to be built on arches agreeably to the 
adopted plan;—and the whole story, except so much as will 
be necessary for the hatch and stair way, to be arched with 
suitable groin and barrel arches.—And one work shop, twenty- 
seven feet eight inches by fourteen feet in the clear, with a 
Smiths forge therein—And one other apartment eight feet 
wide, to answer the purpose of a stair way.,—The stairs to 
be carried up, as also a hatchway, from the first floor into 
the garret, with the necessary ropes, pullies &ca—And trap 
doors for the hatchway, in the second and third floors, in 
their respective entries—The floors of the Cannon apart- 
ments to be laid with sound two inch white oak plank, well 
spiked to the joist. 

The inside of the building, except wooden partitions and 
cannon apartments, to have one coat of plastering.—The doors 
of the Cannon apartments, to be hung in a brick rabbit, on 
good hinges and to fold in the middle—and above, to fall into 
a wooden transom rabbit, the space between which and the 
arch above, shall be finished in the manner of venitian blinds 
to admit air—One of the wing doors to be bolted above and 
below, and the other to have a good lock with a latch bolt, 
and key, and be of American manufacture. 

The work shop to have one door of sufficient size, and one 
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window in the South, and two in the west side, each of 
eighteen lights ten by eight inch glass—the sash to slide hori- 
zontally, 

The second story to be laid off as follows—First, a hall or 
entry ten feet wide, to extend the whole length of the northern 
side of the building and into eight rooms of equal space to be 
divided by partitions of rough boards a suitable door is to 
lead into each, well hung and having a lock with a key and 
latch of American Manufacture—Racks sufficient for ten 
thousand stand of ‘Arms are also to be made therein. Nine 
windows are to be put into the southern wall each to contain 
twenty lights 10 by 8 glass and one window of thirty six 
lights same size to be placed at each end of the hall in the 
gable end walls—all to have double shutters well hung, and 
to have bolts for inside fastening, and hooks to hold them 
when open.— The third story to be finished in the same man- 
ner, ‘he garret is to have in each gable end two eighteen 
light windows—same sized glass; or one window in each, 
Shaped like a D, reversed thus a. but of equal space, as 
to light.—The girders and joists to be of oak, or of other 
timber equal in quality—the joist to be eight inches by three, 
to be laid eighteen inches asunder—the rafters to be placed 
not more than twenty inches asunder-—The floors except the 
garret fioor, (which may be of white pine) to be laid with 
heart yellow pine—window frames, window sashes, and stairs 
to be of the same. 





All the door sills of the Caimon apartments stair way room 
and for the work shop to be of hewn stone.—The doors and 
window shutters to be of white pine, and to have as well as 
the window frames, and the capping on the walls enclosing the 
lot, two good coats of paint.—There is not to be any communi- 
cation, out of the cellar into the first story.—Outside in the 
west end, a cellar door is to be placed—frame to be of stone— 
the doors to be of heart yellow pine, one and a quarter inch, 
and to be covered with sheet iron, and well hung and locked. 

The whole space of the lot remaining unoccupied by the 
building, shall be filled sufficiently high, so that the rain and 
other water shall naturally flow therefrom upon the adjoining 
street. 

The ground to be enclosed with a brick nine inch wall, seven 
feet high above the curbstone; and to be placed on a good 
foundation wall of stone;—into which are to be placed two 
gates, double hung.—the wall to be capped with three inch 
plank cedar or white pine, screwed down upon the wall, with 
bolts built therein and a nut at the top, about eight feet apart. 
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The pavement in front of the Building in thirteenth street, 
to be laid with a good brick to the curbstone ;—And a pave- 
ment to be lafd in front of the Cannon apartments, to extend 
in a sloping direction eight feet from the sills, into the yard.

Harrisburg, May 8th, 18138. 


Preparatory measures having been adopted by the General 
Government, to which, it of right belongs for defending the 
City of Philadelphia and the shores of the Delaware, against 
any hostile attempts that may be made by the enemy. 


And it being ascertained that a portion of the Militia, under 
the command of Colonel Lewis Rush, ordered to be held in 
readiness for service under a requisition of the President of 
the United States, and subject to the order of General Bloom- 
field, there commanding for the United States, is also subject 
to the orders of General Robert Wharton, under General 
Orders of twentieth march last, from which circumstance 
serious difficulties might arise if orders conflicting with each 
other should issue—And it being more over now in the power 
of the proper Major General of the Division to order out for 
a period of time such purtion of the Volunteers or Militia 
within his Division, as he may deem necessary in any case 
of emergency, I have therefore deemed it necessary that my 
said orders of 20th of March last, be revoked and I do accord- 
ingly revoke the same. 

Col. Binns, My Aid-de-Camp will communicate this order 
to Genl. Wharton.

serted the service. And that the respective presiding officers 
of Courts-Martial certify—and report without delay the fines 
assessed and on whom to the marshall of the district of Penn- 
sylvania.—A reference by you to the laws of the U. S. pre- 
scribing the duty to be performed by those officers. and by 
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Courts. Martial may very much facilitate enquiry and result. 
in our early termination of this important service.

by delinquents should be collected under the State or U. 
States.—The Attorney Genl is of opinion they must be col- 
lected under of the latter, in which the Governor concurs.— 
I send you a list of the names of the Brigade Inspectors, from 
whose Brigades Volunteers and drafts were ordered into gerv- 
ice.—It will perhaps be well for you, to direct their attention 
to the 5th and 6th sections of the act of Congress, passed 28th 
February 1795 as the rule of their proceedings. In adverting 
to subsequent Acts of Congress on the subject of the Militia 
you find that no alteration has been made in the provisions 
contained in the said sections.—The tour of service however 
has been changed from three to six months—A Circumstance 
also which the officers holding the Court Martials should 
be apprized of.—I have written to the son of the late General 
Reed to forward to this office all the papers in his possession 
belonging to the Adjutant Generals office—I have not yet 
received them. . 

The Governor has returned to the seat of Government and 
will remain here for some months.—I will inform you when 
I receive the papers from Mr Reed.

FELLOW CITIZENS, 


Never has the General Assembly of Pennsylvania met at a 
period when duties more important were to be discharged, 
or rights more sacred to be defended. Since the last session 
of the Legislature, events the most interesting have followed 
one another in rapid succession. Our sister states, on the 
Lakes and on the Atlantic have been invaded, and the capi- 
tal of the Union menaced by hostile fleets and armies, I am 
happy and grateful to say, that under Divine Providence, 
the savage invaders have been repelled; a territory has been 
restored to the Union; our western fellow-citizens now sleep 
in safety, and pursue without fear their lawful occupations. 

The hands, dyed in innocent blood, which were uplifted to 
slay and Scalp our fellow-citizens, are now raised to suppli- 
eate their mercy. The mighty fleets, laden with men and 
engines of destruction, which hovered on our coasts, infested 
our bays and rivers, and threatened to lay our cities in ashes, 
have found it expedient to depart without having accomplished 
any other object than that of inflaming the public resent- 
ment and exciting the profoundest detestation, by their brutal 
inhumanity. Ill do they estimate the American people who 
presume that the wrongs done them can be consumed in the 
flames of defenceless villages, their resentments assuaged by 
the tears of their violated country women, or their courage 
quenched by the blood of faithlessly massacred prisoners.— 
The heart sickens, but the arm is invigorated at the recol- 
lection of the scenes of barbarism which have been exhibited 
on our Lake frontier and our Atlantic borders, The im- 
placable hatred of the enemy and his desire to do evil, have 
been sufficiently manifested, but his power has been found more 
impotent than had been imagined; nor have the privations 
of the nation been at all proportioned to what was expected ; 
much less have we suffered the manifold calamities which the 
fears of the timid or the treachery of the factions had por- 
trayed. But if all that had been predicted had been inflicted, 
I trust and believe the fortitude and valor of Americans 
would have borne them without a murmer, and that the same 
virtues would conduct them to victory and safety. When 
war was declared, the people of the United States knew that 
they must breast its dangers and overcome its difficulties, 
and they prepared accordingly; they unsheathed the sword 
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-not to do wrong, but to compel right; and they know the 
value of the rights’for which they contend too well ever to 
abandon them, 


For thirty years was the attention of our government and 
of our people solely directed to cultivate the arts of peace, 
as congenial with the principles of the former as they are 
with the disposition of the latter. Scarcely was the theory of 
military tactics studied, and the happy situation of our 
country precluded equally the necessity of practice. To these 
circumstances, and the having to contend with a foe inured to 
war, blood and desolation, it is owing that we met with 
partial reverses. Disasters and defeats are incident to all 
wars; they were anticipated. We could not expect to be ex- 
empt from the lot of other nations; but, as we have more at 
stake than any other people upon earth, so unshakingly and 
undismayed ought we to meet misfortunes, as to convince the 
enemy that our spirit is as unconquerable as our cause is 
just. And as the prowess of our military officers is rapidly 
developing, and the discipline of our force constantly im- 
proving, there is rational ground for confidence that, with 
the blessings of Heaven, our efforts will result in a complete 
triumph over our enemies, As a prelude, we refer with 
pride to the glorious victory on Lake Erie, which, if ever 
equalled, was in naval warfare, never excelled—a victory, 
not less brilliant in its achievement than important in its 
effects; nor less honorable to the nation, than to the highly 
distinguished Perry who commanded, and the brave officers 
and men who composed that heroic force. Already is the 
brow of the young warrior Croghan encircled with laurels, 
and the blessings of thousands of women and children rescued 
from the scalping knife of the ruthless savage of the wilder- 
ness, and from the still more savage Proctor, rest on Harrison 
and his gallant army. Chauncey though not equally success- 
ful with the renowned hero of Lake Erie, has sought and de- 
serves to be so, On that element, claimed by Britain as her 
exclusive domain, the American flag waved triumphant in 
every equal conflict. The infant navy of the United States 
has given a deep, can we not with truth say a mortal wound, 
to the fell monster of the deep. With these truths before 
us, can it be deemed presumptuous to hazard the prediction, 
that the so lately (by the tyrant of the ocean) despised 
American navy, is destined completely to humble his pride, 
control his power, and coerce him to respect justice and the 
rights of independent nations, Where it not the province of 
another, upon which JT should regret to intrude, it would be

delightful further to dwell upon this proud and resplendent 
page of our history. — 

~The state of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania is in 
every point of view gratifying; our treasury is more full than 
at any former period, and the receipts of the last year greater 
than that of any former, In the treasury remains, as you 
will perceive by an exhibit to be made of our financial con- 
cerns by the accountant department, an unexpended balance 
of more than three hundred and forty-six thousand dollars. 
The produce of the earth has been abundant. All our old 
manufactures are thriving, and many new ones are introduced 
and in a prosperous way. This however we may deprecate 
and deplore the calamities of a protracted war, will console us 
with a prospect of permanent and extensive manufacturing 
establishments, equal to our wants and such as will insure the 
real and practical independence of our country. The erection 
of bridges, the completion of roads and the clearing of Lands, 
shew the general welfare; and the recent elections not only 
throughout this state, but all our sister states, demonstrate 
the increase of public confidence in the general government, 
and the determination also of the people to support the war 
with all their energies until an honorable peace can be ob- 
tained. “" 


“That no effort has been left untried to obtain this desirable 
object, will, I am confident, be satisfactorily shewn by the 
Chief SUEASURUS of the Union in his communication to Con- 
gress. 

In obedience to requisitions from the President of the 
United States, a third and a fourth detachment of Pennsy!- 
vania Mititia of 1060 men each, were ordered into the service 
of the Union. The fourth detachment was to protect the shores 
of the Delaware, and the third to protect the vessels of war 
then building and equipping in the harbor of Erie, in this 
state. 

The happy result of this service is amply manifested in the 
glorious victory to which I have alluded and the consequences 
that have flowed from it. 

“The organizing and officering these detachments agreeably 
to the directions of the Secretary at War, was attended with 
considerable difficulty, arising out of the inefficiency of our 
militia law, and the discordance between our military system 
and that of the U. States. The many defects of our system 
render a complete and thorough revision not only desirable 
and expedient, but indispensible. A conformity with the or- 
ganization and’ regulations of the army of the U. States, 
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would facilitate the detaching for service any requisition 
which may hereafter be made, and prevent many of those con- 
tests between corps and officers for rank and precedence, which 
have too frequently tended to injure the reputation of our 
citizen soldiers, and the public service. The strong pre- 
sumption that early in the spring and during the summer the 
enemy will invade for the purpose of plunder and devastation. 
the shores of fhe Delaware is, independent of all other con- 
siderations, motive sufficient to induce the adoption of all 
the precautionary measures which prudence and foresight 
can suggest. The purchase of arms and ammunition and the 
encouragement of efficient volunteer Corps, would certainly 
tend to inspire confidence as well as multiply the means of 
resistance, 

Circumstanced as we are, one of our most imperious duties 
is to give the State an energetic militia law; our constituents 
expect it, and our County demands it. 

Shall we disappoint expectation so just, demands so reason- 
able. 

In the message I had the honor to transmit to the Legis- 
lature under date of the seventh of December 1809, I sub- 
mitted my opinion on this subject, so fully that I cannot deem 
it necessary now to occupy your time for further details. 

Among the measures adopted by the general government for 
supporting the just and necessary war in which the nation 
is engaged is a direct tax upon property. Possessing as our 
state does, the means, I cannot doubt the disposition of her 
Legislature to give effect to her repeated professions, by 
appropriating a portion of her treasure for the commutation 
und prompt payment of the states quota of that tax. In- 
erest and patriotism unite so obviously in recommending this 
measure, that the Executive would not have recurred to it, 
were it not for the necessity there is, that the subject should 
be legislated upon without delay. The seventh section of the 
act imposing that tax, provides that each state which de- 
termines to pay its quota, and thus avail itself of the 15 per 
cent. deduction, must give information thereof to the treasury 
department of the United States, on or before the 10th day 
of January next. 


At no period of our history has the immense importance of 
internal navigation been so strikingly exemplified as since 
the commencement of hostilities. The transportation of pro- 
duce and the intercourse between citizens of different states, 
which knit more strongly the bonds of social and political 
union, are greatly retarded, and through many of their ac- 
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customed channels entirely interrupted, by the water craft 
of the enemy sinking burning and otherwise destroying the 
property which it cannot appropriate to its own use. The 
clearing and improving our rivers and Creeks, and connecting 
them by canals, would afford us a safe, cheap and expeditious 
mode of transportation, in defiance of the thousand ships of 
our enemy. Permit me to hazard the opinion, that less than 
one half the treasure expended by the United States for the 
protection of foreign commerce, if combined with state and 
individual wealth and judiciously expended, would have per- 
fected an inland water communication from Maine to Georgia. 
Though the accomplishment of so extensive a work may be 
distant yet much may be done towards perfecting one of the 
great links of the chain, by connecting the waters flowing 
into the Chesapeake with those of the Delaware. ; 

The preservation of morals and our free institutions, to- 
gether with the true interest of humanity, would be much 
promoted and their perpetuation secured by the general dif- 
fusion of knowledge amongst all our citizens. 

A solemn injunction contemplating these important objects, 
by the establishment of schools throughout the State, though 
contained in the instrument from which the departments 
constituting the government derive their powers, remains yet to 
be fulfilled on the broad plan and liberal principles which ac- 
tuated those who enjoined the duty. The laws in force have 
done much good: a careful revision of them would probably 
do much more, by extending the benetits of this important 
branch of republican polity. 

The sale of unseated lands for taxes has ceased to be a 
source of revenue in some counties, because the coercing pay- 
ment under the present laws is unpopular and inefficint. I 
would suggest a forfeiture to the Commonwealth of all such 
lands, the owner for a short period of time to have the right 
of redemption, on payment of a double tax; the penalty in 
case of redemption, and the whole value of the land in case 
a forfeiture becomes absolute, to form a school fund. Such 
a provision would remove the odium attached to the present 
procedure, and the liberal minded sufferer would console him- 
self by reflecting, that his want of attention has contributed 
to the promotion of a plan equally humane and patriotic. 

Four years existence has proved the practical excellence of 
the arbitration principle, which is now incorporated with and 
in a great measure pervades our civil code. It is generally re- 
sorted to by the honest suitor whose object is to have an 
early and economical termination of a controversy. Amongst 
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the many satisfactory results from the system, is the .almost. 
immediate lien “which the vigilant plaintiff creates on. the. 
estate of the defendant, without doing him the slightest wrong. 
The defects of the law are, if any, in the detail. The local. 
experience, collected by and concentrated in the Legislature, 
will dictate and secure appropriate remedies. 

Permit me to suggest, that the law which directs that two 
verdicts rendered one way and judgment thereon shall be 
conclusive on the parties litigant as to real estate, is, by the 
latter requisite, rendered almost inoperative ; the frequent 
setting aside. the verdicts of juries perpetrates . the evil in- 
tended to be remedied by that wholsome provision. Experience 
has shewn that many rules of court and rules of evidence. 
become arbitrary and subversive of justice by their application 
to cases of a peculiar nature, and unfitted for the application 
of general rules. It may elucidate, and perhaps mitigate the 
harshness of the preceding observation, to state one case of. 
hardship from among many which occur—Depositions, upon 
which principally a plaintiff may have recovered on a first 
trial will not be permitted to be read in evidence on a second 
trial; in every other respect the case is the same throughout. 
and in all its bearings, and the controversy about the same. 
property. Is there not in such decisions something repulsive. 
to the dictates of common sense and would it not be promotive 
of justice to direct, that in all cases necessity, either absolute 
or moral, shall be sufficient ground for dispensing with rules 
of court & of evidence. 

The able and elaborate report of the Attorney General on the. 
subject of criminal jurisprudence, well merits an early atten- 
tion. Its philanthropic principles will I doubt not animate the 
new system, which humanity anticipates as the. result of your 
deliberations. neers 

Agreeably to a late decision of our Supreme Gaunt ‘it would 
seem that in a case of Larceny committed in an adjoining 
state, the offender if he flies hither and brings with him the 
property stolen, cannot be here punished. Under this de- 
cision, which is now considered settled law, some daring of-. 
fenders have already escaped; and if such a practice be. con- 
tinued it will encourage theft in the adjoining states in pro: 
portion. as the impunity afforded by our courts becomes. known. . 
This rule. of action thus laid down by our supreme Court must 
become still more alarming and injurious if extended, as it | 
is presumed it must be, to the receivers of stolen property. | 
It. would seem also, that the efficacy of the writ of habeas 
corpus is much weakened by the Act of the 34 April 1809, 
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defining contempts of Court. For the information of the 


Legislature on this subject, I shall shortly transmit extracts . 


of a letter from the Attorney General, shewing the inefficiency, 

and pointing out also defects in that important law, the 

habeas corpus act. . 
The frequent applications made for pardons for convicts sen- 


tenced to imprisonment at hard labour, founded solely on. 


the want of apartments wherein to employ them, and of 
necessary tools and materials, point out the necessity of an 
imperative injunction on county commissioners to provide the 
requisite means for the attainment of the ends contemplated 
by our humane penal code. 


The ease of an unfortunate fellow mortal now under sentence . 
of .death, and who has trom the most conscientious motives . 


been twice respited, impels me to state to you my fellow- 
citizens, that in Pennsylvania, famed for the justice and mild- 
ness of her penal code, where a contest for six dollars has 
the full scope of legal investigation extended even to the 
supreme judicial tribunal of the State; yet, when the life 
of a citizen is at stake, he shall be hurried through all mis- 
apprehensions of witnesses and jurors and errors of courts, 
to an untimely and disgraceful death. For him there is no 
court of revision, of errors or appeals, nor hag he any remedy 
other than in the mercy of the executive, and that remedy 
is an absolute pardon; the justice of which must be often 
doubtful, and would sometimes be culpable. To your judg- 
ment and feelings it is submitted, whether essential alterations 
ought not to take place in this system. 

Horse racing, a vice of the most baleful kind, both as to 
its immediate and consequent effects on morals, continues to 
be predominant over the laws making penal that cruel and 
unchristian sport. In despite of the magistracy and the efforts 
of other good citizens, the laws are violated with impunity, 
because of the extreme difficulty to prove facts essential. to 
a conviction, which ingenuity is never at a loss to conceal. I 
beg leave to reiterate the opinion, that a forfeiture of the 
animal brought. for the purpose of racing on any ground, is 
the most effectual mode to stay the mischief. 

Much mischief to the morals and to the industry of the state 
is likely to result from the flood of paper thrown into cir- 
culation by unincorporated banks. That this is done in despite 
of-an existing law, is too obvious to have escaped your notice. 


The ‘objections which I felt it my imperious duty to submit. 


to. your predecessors against the passage of a general banking 
law, and to which I beg leave to refer you, apply with double 
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force against the practices now pursuing by unauthorized 
associations throughout the state. 

The hand of an independent, disinterested and enlightened 
Legislature will I trust, correct the evil. 

Tavern licenses, regarded as sources of revenue, from the 
sameness of the sum paid for them throughout the state, with 
the exception of the city of Philadelphia and some contiguous 
places, operate very unequally, when we compare .the emolu- 
ments arising from houses of entertainment in different dis- 
tricts of the State. The sum to be paid into the treasury 
ought to be in proportion to the benefit derived from the 
privilege granted. A discrimination, founded on some general 
principle, suppose on the rent paid or the value assessed on 
the premises occupied as a tavern; such a scale of prices 
would be more equitable, and would in all probability be 
productive of other advantages besides those connected with 
the treasury. 

The provisions of a resolution of a late Legislature have 
resulted in the accumulation of materials believed to be amply 
sufficient for the formation of the explicit fee bill. It is due 
to the people and to the public officer, that fees of office for 
similar services should be uniform, and in no case should the 
sum to be paid depend on the discretion of the officer re- 
ceiving or the indivdual paying. I would suggest also the 
establishing by law of the pay and other expenses to be 
allowed sheriffs for the transportation of criminals to the 
Philadelphia prison as a measure calculated to prevent em- 
barrassment in the accountant department. 

The number of new counties which have been erected out of 
old ones has so entirely deranged the districts heretofore es- 
tablishment for the appointment of Justices of the peace, as to 
render difficult a compliance with the constitutional injunc- 
tion, that a competent number of those officerg shall be com- 
missioned in convenient districts. Inconveniences is also felt 
in all of the Counties lately organized for judicial purposes, 
to which the law of the 4th of April, 1803, does not extend. 
A new law containing similar provisions to the law just re- 
ferred to, has therefore become necessary. 

The threatening attitude assumed by the enemy on Lake 
Erie and on the Delaware, induced the expenditure of a portion 
of the fifty thousand dollars placed by the Legislature at the 
discretion of the executive. It has been appropriated to the 
repairs of Arms, the purchase of ammunition and Camp equip- 
age. An account of it and of the monies expended as 
additional compensation to those of our Militia who had faith- 
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fully served under any of the requisitions of the President 
of the United States, will so soon as the proper department 
shall have been furnished with necessary vouchers, be laid 
before you; and also an account of expenses incurred by the 
call of Major General Mead on the first brigade of his 
Division for the defence of the United States’ flotilla then 
in the harbor of Erie. 

The million of dollars authorized by a law of the last: ses- 
sion to be subscribed to the loan opened by the United States 
Government, has not been subscribed; the time necessarily 
consumed in enacting the provisions deemed necessary by some 
of the banks before they would pay over the sums they pro- 
posed to loan the Commonwealth, so far delayed the com- 
pletion of the loan required by the state, that the books for 
receiving subscriptions to the loan of the United States were 
closed before a copy of the supplementary law passed by the 
Legislature could reach Philadelphia. Full information of 
everything done by the agents I had appointed to negotiate 
and complete the loan, subsequent to my communication of 
the 25th March last, shall be laid before the Legislature. 

Agreeably to a law of the last Legislature, a plan has been 
approved for an arsenal in the City of Philadelphia, and- a 
contract for its execution formed, now nearly executed. The 
various other duties enjoined on the Executive by laws and 
resolutions, have I trust, been performed in a spirit correspond- 
ent with the motive that dictated the several injunctions. 

I have thus, fellow-Citizens, explicitly communicated such 
information and recommended such measures as experience 
and reflection have suggested; and it will be gratifying to 
my feelings, and I trust not injurious to the interests of our 
constituents, if you, agreeing in opinion with me, shall sanction 
with your approbation the measures I have suggested. If we 
defer as to the policy or expediency of any particular measures 
I am sure it will be an honest difference; and mutual respect 
will teach us to give credit to each other for upright in- 
tentions, pure motives and conscientious convictions, emanating 
from patriotic principles. Your selection from, and residence 
in, the various districts of the state, have given you such op- 
portunities of knowing the wants and wishes of the people. 
and assemble in you such a body of information, of public 
feeling and public opinion as never can be collected under any, 
other than a republican form of government, and truly impress 
you with the character of Representatives of the People, and 
secure for you that respect and confidence which necessarily 
attach to so important a station. I shall at all times cheer- 
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fully co-operate with you in, the adoption of any measure cal- 
culated to promote the freedom, interest or happiness of our 


constituents, 
Simon Snyder.

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A Proclamation. 


Whereas I have received authentic information that on the 
night of the twentieth of December last a daring and atrocious 
murder was committed within the City of Philadelphia on the 
body of a certain Matthew Henderson by some person or 
persons unknown. And Whereas the reputation of the 
Government the peace and security of its citizens, and the 
obligations of Justice and humanity require that the per- 
petrators of offences so heinous should be brought to speedy 
and condign punishment. I have therefore thought it proper 
to issue this Proclamation hereby offering a reward of two 
hundred dollars to any person or persons who shall apprehend 
and secure within any Jail of this Commonwealth the person 
or persons who have committed the said crime if brought to 
trial and conviction. And all Judges Justices Sheriffs Coroners 
Constables and other officers within this Commonwealth ac- 
cording to the duties of their respective offices and stations 
are hereby required and enjoined to be attentive and Vigilant 
in enquiring after and bringing to Justice the perpetrator or 
perpetrators of said crime.

Wednesday, March 24, 1814. 


A Message from the Governor was this day presented to 
both Houses of the Legislature communicating a letter from 
the Secretary of State of the United States dated February 
234 1814, requesing that the Governor would authorize the re- 
ceiving and confinement of, in the penitentiary of Philadelphia 
of certain British prisoners who have been taken into close 
oners seized and transported to Great Britain for trial as 
custody as hostiges for the safety of certain American pris- 
Traitors under a claim of perpetual allegiance to the British 
Sovereign. 

Mr. James Cromwell Commission Merchant of Pittsburgh 
was requested to receive, and to forward sundry small boxes 
which have been sent to that place containing a sett of 
Smiths laws for the Governors of the States of Kentucky, 
Ohio, Tennessee Mississippi, Indiana and Orleans. 





Thursday, March 34, 1814. 
Howard Spalding and William Chamberlin were this day 
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appointed and commissioned by the Governor to be Justices 
of the peace the former for the district composed of the 
Townships of Burlington Wysox and Tawandee in the County 
of Bradford; and the latter for the district numbered two, 
composed of the Township of Muncy Creek and part of Wash- 
ington, including Mooreland Township in the County of Ly- 
coming. 

Of the forfeiture of four hundred dollars incurred by a 
certain Robert Robinson of Findlay Township in the County 
of Washington, the Governor remitted the sum of two hundred 
and forty dollars in compliance with a respectable recom- 
mendation—the said forfeiture was incurred by reason of de- 
fault in the appearance of a certain Rachel McDevitt at a 
court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the said 
County in October 1813 to answer to an indictment for Horse 
stealing of which she stood charged at said court, but ab- 
sconded. 

A copy of an Act of the General Assembly passed this day 
authorizing the reception, and keeping in custody in the 
penitentiary prison of Philadelphia, certain prisoners of War 
selected as subjects of retaliation for American prisoners trans- 
ported to England for trial as Traitors, was this day trans- 
mitted to James Monroe Esquire Secretary of State; and 
another copy of the said Act was also forwarded at the same 
time to John Smith, Marshall of the district of Pennsylvania. 

A letter was this day written by the Governor to General 
David Mead in answer to one from the General dated the 
twenty first of February last, inclosing a copy of a requisitioon 
from Major Marlin on him for two thousand men to consti- 
tute a force for the defence of Erie and the United States 
fleet there remaining. 

The Governor this day approved and signed an Act of the 
General Assembly entitled ‘An Act to provide for the custody 
of prisoners committed under the authority of the United 
States” and the Secretary of the Commonwealth returned the 
same to the House in which it originated. 





Friday, March 4th 1814. 


In compliance with the direction contained in a resolution of 
the House of Representatives of the twenty third ult. the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth transmitted to that House 
such information as can be obtained from the Secretarys Office 
with regard to the lands late of John Nicholson now the prop- 
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erty of the Commonwealth; also a list of lands belonging to 
Peter Baynton upon which the State has a lien. 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to a certain 
Isaac Bilyea who was convicted of passing a counterfeit bill 
of the Bank of the United States for the payment of fifty 
dollars at the Boston Branch Bank, and for that offence was 
sentenced by the General Quarter Sessions Court of the County 
of Greene in November 1813 to undergo one years imprisonment 
at hard labour, and to pay a fine of fifty dollars with costs 
&ca. 





Saturday, March 5th, 1814. 


The Governor having received information from Callender 
Irvine Esquire, Commissary General of Military stores of the 
United States, stating that he has received orders to deliver 
to the order of the Executive of this State, one thousand stands 
of arms and equipments, as part of the States quota from 
the United States, this day issued an order to Frederick 
Foering Esqr Deputy Quarter Master General of Militia to re- 
ceive them, and store the same in the state arsenal, together 
with about two hundred stands of state arms in possession 
of Joseph Henry at No 288 North 34 Street; and in case of a 
threatened invasion of the shores of the Delaware, and he 
should be called upon by Brigadier General Brooke of the 
third Division, or Major General Steele of the said Division 
for Arms equipments and ammunition, that he furnish them 
with what may be deemed necessary.—Brigadier General 
Brooke was at the same time informed of the said order. 

Information of an escheat that has happened by the death 
of Philip and Margaret Angel of the Township of New Britain 
in the County of Bucks without heirs or known kindred pos- 
sessed of a small lot of Land in the said County—was this 
day presented to the Governor—and filed. 





Monday, March 7th, 1814. 


The Governor this day appointed and commissioned Doctor 
Blijah Davis to be a justice of the peace in and for the fifth 
district, composed of the township of Wayne in the County of 
Mifflin. 

The President and Directors of the Philadelphia Bank hav- 
ing agreed to make a loan of one hundred thousand dollars 
to the Commonwealth on the terms mentioned in the sixth 
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section of their Act of incorporation to be placed to the credit 
of the State on the books of the said institution and subject 
to the draft of the Treasurer of the Commonwealth, the 
Governor this day accepted thereof, and pledged the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania for the repayment of the same within 
three years together with interest at five Pr centum per 
annum. 

Captain Samuel Cooper was informed that his claim for 
pay and rations of his Company of Militia lately employed 
on the frontiers, not coming within the notice of any existing 
law of this State cannot be allowed by the accountant officers 
of Pennsylvania; and that his account should be presented to 
the proper officers of the General Government for adjust- 
ment, 


Tuesday, March 8th, 1814. 


Information of an escheat that has happened to the Com- 
monwealth by the death of a certain George Gruchenbaum late 
of Alsace Township in the County of Berks without heirs or 
known kindred, and who was possessed of some personal estate 
in the said County—was received from Henry Rheim of the 
Borough of Reading—and this day filed in the office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth. 

The Governor this day issued an order to Colonel Fenton, 
to have as soon as practicable the one thousand men of Penn- 
sylvania Militia under his command organized into one Regi- 
ment, to consist of two Battalions, and each Battalion to 
consist of five companies. The officer next in command to be 
a Lieutenant Colonel—Each Battalion to be commanded by 
a Major.—Each company to be officered by one Captain, one 
first Lieutenant, one second Lieutenant, one third Lieutenant 
and one ensign, four sergeants and four corporals, and each 
Company to consist of one hundred men rank and file. 

The officers to take rank, and be selected and appointed 
according to Law. 

The Regiment to have the customary staff and to be con- 
stituted and appointed as the law directs—at the same time 
were forwarded to Colonel James Fenton forty two blank 
commissions signed by the Governor and attested by the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth and sealed with the State seal, 
to be filled up with the names of such officers, as shall be 
selected before marching from their several and respective 
Brigades, or as may be elected at Erie agreeably to the sup- 
plement to the Militia law passed the 29th of March 1813. 
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An order was drawn on the State Treasurer in favor of 
Nathaniel B. Boileau for the sum of two thousand dollars 
to be applied to James Lamberton and others Inspectors ef 
the 1st and 24 Brigades of the Seventh Division, and the 
2nd Brigade of the 5th division, in defraying the expenses of 
marching from the several Brigades detachments of their 
militia to Erie agreeably to General Orders of the seventh 
day of February last—for which sum the said James Lamberton 
and others are to be accountable. 





Wednesday, March 9th 1814, 


The Governor this day subscribed one hundred shares of 
Stock of the Company for making an artificial road from the 
Gap to the Town of Newport, under the authority of an Act 
of the General Assembly passed the twenty first day of March 
one thousand eight hundred and eight, entitled “An Act for 
the improvement of the State,” and thereupon a Warrant 
was drawn and signed by the Governor, requiring the State 
Treasurer to pay to the President and Managers of the said 
Company the sum of two thousand dollars being the first pay- 
ment to the said Company on account of two thousand dollars 
being the first payment to the said Company on account of 
the said one hundred shares subscribed as aforesaid in the 
name and for the use of the Commonwealth. 

A Bond executed by William Long as Deputy Surveyor or 
of the County of Bucks dated the 24 of February last in one 
thousand pounds with Jacob Hooker and Morgan Long as 
sureties conditioned for faithfully discharging the duties of 
the said office—was this day approved by the Governor, and 
filed. 

John W. Cunningham James Hollis and John Hopkins who 
were on the seventh day of January last appointed Commis- 
sioners to view and examine the first section of five miles of 
the Gap and Newport Turnpike Road having this day re- 
ported to the Governor in writing under their respective hands 
and seals that they nave accordingly viewed and examined 
the said first section of five miles of the said road beginning 
at the intersection of the Lancaster and Philadelphia turnpike 
road, and ending a few perches south of J ames Hollis’ tavern, 
and are of the opinion that the said road has been so far 
made and perfected in a competent and workmanlike manner

The Governor this day granted pardons and remissions to 
the following named persons who were charged with the fol- 
lowing offences, and sentenced to pay divers fines, and undergo 
imprisonment at hard labour as will more fully appear by 
transcripts from the records of the several courts in the 
Counties where they were respectively tried and convicted 
filed in the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth. 

In favor of Samuel Rose who was convicted of Burglary 
and entering the house of Abraham Horback and taking from 
the mail 416 dollars &ca for which offence he was sentenced 
by the Court of Oyer and Terminer and General Jail delivery 
on the second day of July 1811. of the County of Westmore- 
land to undergo ten years hard labour two whereof in the 
cells restore property stolen &ca. This pardon granted on 
condition of leaving the state not to return. 

In favor of John Hood, the‘ remission of his fine of thirty 
two dollars imposed for non-performance of a tour of Militia 
duty on the fifteenth of July 1812 in the provisional County 
of Warren—It appearing fo the Governor from authentic docu- 
ments that the proceedings against the defendant were er- 
roneous, he being at the time of drafting and enrollment, 
an inhabitant of the State of New York, subject to the per- 
formance of Militia duty there, and stood his draft in that 
State in August 1812, that he first came to reside in this State 
in December 1812, and that it was not until the Collector 
made his demand of payment that he knew of the imposition 
of the fine. 

In favor of Coleman Lutz, David Hessinger, John Stock. 
Thomas Shater, Peggy Emmott, Betsy Lowry, John Fisher, 
John Larsback, John Peck, Negro Frank Jerry Jobnston, 
Stephen and John Blessing, the remissions of all and every 
the fines that have been imposed upon them at different periods 
by the several courts and Judges before whom they were 
respectively tried and convicted of the several offences charged 
against them in the County of Lancaster from the month of 
November 1806 to the month of January 1806, amounting in 
the whole to the sum of forty two dollars and sixty two 
cents—It having been stated to the Governor by Emanuel 
Reigart who was Sheriff of Lancaster County during the said 
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period that after every endeavour by him to collect the said 
fines, he failed, owing to the extreme poverty of the convicts. 





Tuesday, March 29th 1814. 


Henry Sparks and Richard Barrington were this day ap- 
pointed and commissioned Guagers and Inspectors of domestic 
distilled Spirits intended for exportation from the City 
County and port of Philadelphia under the authority of an 
Act of the General Assembly of the Commonwealth passed 
the fourteenth day of the present month entitled “An Act 
providing for the Inspection of Spirituous liquors.” 





Wednesday, March 30th, 1814. 


The Governor this day granted a pardon to Michael Rhein- 
dorff who was convicted of Larceny in stealing ten promissary 
notes of incorporated banks of the value of one hundred and 
twenty one dollars and one pocket book of the value of ten 
cents, at a Court of Nisi prius, held on the twelfth day of 
January last by the Judges of the supreme Court in the 
City of Philadelphia for the City and County of Philadelphia 
the said Michael Rheindorff having been recommended by the 
Jury that tried him, by the prosecutor and by a number of 
respectable inhabitants of the City and County of Philadelphia. 

General David Mead was this day informed by the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth under the directions of the Governor, 
that the new Militia law passed on the twenty eighth day of 
March instant, repeals the law which gave power to the Major 
Generals to call into actual service such portion of the Militia 
of their respective Divisions as in their opinion the public 
service might require. 





Thursday, March 31st 1814. 


The Bond of Michael M. Monahan conditioned for faithfully 
executing the office of Deputy Surveyor of the County of 
Mifflin dated the 1st day of January 1814 in one thousand 
pounds with James Banks and John Wright as sureties was 
approved by the Governor. 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Jeremiah 
Pratt who was convicted of Larceny and sentenced by the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace of the County 
of Greene on the 26th of January last to undergo one years 
imprisonment at hard labour, and fined six cents cost &ca. 
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Friday, April ist, 1814. 

Peter Klein and Jacob Levan were this day appointed and 
commissioned Justices of the peace, the former for the district 
numbered nine composed of the townships of Albany Greenwich 
and Windsor, and the latter for the district numbered 11, 
composed of the Townships of Longswamp and Maxatawny 
both in and for the County of Berks. 

A pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Stephen 
Morris who was convicted of Larceny upon seven indictments 
and sentenced by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of 
the peace of the County of Philadelphia on the 234 of Sep- 
tember 1808, and by the Court of Oyer and Terminer of the 
said County on the 21st of March 1809, to undergo imprison- 
ment at hard labour for a period of twelve years, and fined 
in the sum of one hundred and sixteen dollars and forty cents 
With costs of suit &ca. 





Wednesday, April 6th, 1814. 


The Bond of Thomas Graham as a Deputy Surveyor of the 
County of Butler dated the twenty third day of March last 
in the sum of one thousand pounds with Samuel Williamson 
and John Negley Esqre as his sureties—was this day approved 
by the Governor. 

George Latimer, Andrew Bayard, Isaac Worrell, Thomas 
Leiper and John Connelly were this day appointed Commis- 
sioners to superintend the drawing of the Lottery or Lotteries 
authorized by an Act of the General Assembly passed on the 
second day of April in the year one thousand eight hundred 
and eleven entitled “An Act to incorporate the Union Canal 
Company of Pennsylvania.” 

Mr. P. L. V. Hammott of the Town of Erie in answer to 
his letter to the Hxecutive requesting payment for rations 
furnished by him at that place was referred to an Act of 
the Legislature passed in the last session which hath relation 
to expenses at Erie unprovided for by any former law—And 
to Wilson Smith Esqr Quarter Master General who will pay 
for the same if the claim comes within the description au- 
thorising him to do so—if not the claim for payment must 
become the subject of Legislature consideration at the next 
session. 


Friday, April 8th, 1814. 
The fine of fifty dollars which was imposed upon James 
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MicKee by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the peace 
of the County of Butler held in November 1813 and continued 
by adjournments to the 16th day of February 1814 upon his 
being convicted of Adultery—was this day remitted by the 
Governor—the prisoner having been well recommended by the 
Jury that tried him, also by a number of respectable citizens. 


Monday, April 11th, 1814. 
The Bond of Robert Clark as a Deputy Surveyor of part of 
Cumberland County, dated the 5th of April 1814 in One 
thousand pounds with John Ewalt and George MeGinnes— 
was this day approved by the Governor. 





Wednesday, April 13th, 1814. 


John Ashmead was this day appointed Master Warden and 
Stephen Girard, William Newbold William West, William 
Bethel, Paul Cox and James Josiah to be Assistant Wardens 
of the port of Philadelphia for the term of one year if so 
long they shall behave themselves well according to the pro- 
visions of an Act of the General Assembly of the 29th March 
1803. 

Charles Wilson Peale of the City of Philadelphia, Keeper 
of the Museum was requested to cause to be safely boxed up 
and forwarded to the seat of Government (Harrisburgh) the 
several portraits of the late General Washington, and of the 
Iate Governors Franklin and Wharton, which are the property 
of the State, and were formerly placed in the Chamber of 
the Supreme Executive Council, but are now in the Museum 
and which Mr. Peale has lately expressed his readiness to 
deliver up to the proper authority.

might be proper to send a duplicate to Samuel H. Smith HEsqre 
Commissioner of the Revenue at Washington. 

An authentic copy of the Resolutions of the General As- 
sembly passed in the last session of the Legislature directing 
that Medals be provided and presented to Captain Perry and 
Lieutenants Elliott and Yarnall and others, also the Pennsyl- 
vanians who volunteered on board the Erie fleet in Septem- 
ber 1813—was this day forwarded to John Binns, with in- 
structions to him to consult with the most eminent artists 
in the City, on the most suitable and emblematic devices for 
the same, and to report to the Governor as soon as may be. 
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Monday, April 18th, 1814. 


The following Warrants were this day drawn upon the 
State Treasurer Vizt. In favor of James Trimble for the sum 
of seven thousand dollars to be applied by William Clark Esq’.

In favor of the said James Trimble for the sum of ten thou- 
sand dollars to be applied by Wilson Smith Esquire Quarter 
Master General towards defraying expenses incident to the 
said office for sustaining troops on service for the defence of 
the Town and Port of Erie under orders from Major General 
Mead for which sum the said Quarter Master General is to 
account. 

A check for the first mentioned sum was this day trans- 
mitted to William Clark Esqr payable at the Branch Bank at 
Pittsburgh, and Major Clark was informed of the Governors 
expectation that he will conform strictly to the supplement 
of the Militia law of the 29th March 1813, and to the Act 
of Assembly in the last session intended to cover all lawful 
expenditures; it must appear to justify any payments, that 
the calls of Militia were made in strict conformity with the 
Act of Assembly of the 29th of March 1813. 

And a Check for the last mentioned sum was at the same 
time transmitted to Wilson Smith Esquire, who was instructed 
to use a prudent discretion in the admission of charges and be 
sufficiently on his guard against such as may not be war- 
ranted either generally under the Militia System, under any 
of its supplenients or under the special law of the last session, 
until you shall have the opinion of the accountant officers on 
any charge of doubtful complexion.

sons unknown: And Whereas the reputation of the Govern- 
ment, the peace and security of its Citizens, and the obliga- 
tions of justice and humanity require, that the perpetrators 
of offences so heinous, should be brought to speedy and con- 
dign punishment. 

I have therefore thought it proper, to issue this proclama- 
tion, hereby offering a reward of two hundred dollars, to any 
person or persons who shall apprehend and secure within any 
jail of this Commonwealth, the person or persons who have 
committed the said crime if brought to trial and conviction: 
And all Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, Coroners, Constables and 
other officers within this Commonwealth, according to the 
duties of their respective offices and stations, are hereby re- 
quired and enjoined to be attentive and vigilant in enquiring 
after, and bringing to justice the perpetrator or perpetrators 
of the crime aforesaid.

dollar with costs of suit &e. 

George Hoffman and Silas Bailey were this day appointed 
and commissioned by the Governor to be justices of the peace 
the former for the third district composed of the Townships 
of Lampeter and Strasburg in the County of Lancaster, And 
the latter in and for the district numbered one, composed 
of the Township of Union in the County of Fayette. 

An Instrument in writing signed by the Governor, was this 
day issued under the Great Seal of the State creating and 
erecting the present Subscribers of stock, and also all those 
who may in future subscribe to the number of one thousand 
five hundred shares in the company for making and erecting 
a good and substantial bridge across the River Susquehanna 
at or near the Borough of Marietta in the County of Lan- 
caster—into a body politic and corporate in law, according to 
the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly passed 
the 7th day of February last. The Commissioners named in 
the said Act to receive Subscriptions having duly certified to 
the Governor that a competent number of persons have sub-

The Adjutant General, John M. Hyneman, was this day 
informed that by this mornings mail a letter was received 
from the Secretary at War John Armstrong Esquire, a letter 
to the Governor requiring 14,000 of the Militia of this Com- 
monwealth to be immediately detached, organized and pre- 
pared to march at the shortest notice and to be employed in 
the service of the United States; the attendance of the 
Adjutant General was accordingly required at the seat of Gov- 
ernment as soon as possible, to assist in making the necessary 
arrangements to meet the requisition. At the same time the re- 
ceipt of the letter from the Secretary at War containing the 
said requisition, was acknowledged, and assurances given him 
that the same will meet all the promptness on the part of the 
Governor that circumstances will possibly permit. 





Monday, July 18th 1814. 
The Governor taking into consideration the requisition by 
the General Government for 14,000 of the Militia of this State 
to be immediately detached, organized and prepared, and 
marched into the service of the United States, this day issued 
the following order to John M. Hyneman Esquire, Adjutant 
General of the Militia of this State—to wit 


General Orders 
Harrisburg 18th July, 1814. 
To John M. Hyneman, Adjutant General. 


You are directed in your capacity of Quarter Master Gen- 
eral, to have put into complete repair fit for field service, the 
ordnance the property of the state, now remaining in the 
arsenal at Philadelphia, and in any of the Counties east of 
the Susquehanna. To have provided four caissons with the 
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necessary apparatus, To provide 4,000 cartridges of fixed 
ammunition for the ordnance. To have put into repair all 
the muskets, public property, and rifles, if any, within the 
bounds and in the hands of the Militia of the divisions as 
lately numbered, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9. To provide also, and 
have deposited at a place, or places most convenient and safe, 
200,000 cartridges of fixed ammunition for infantry. To have 
provided such number of tents, as shall, with those in the 
arsenal, be sufficient for 4,000 men. To provide 250 rifles, 
powder-horns and other necessary appendages. Also 1,000 
eartouch boxes, bayonet belts and scabbards, for as many 
muskets to be received from the United States, in part of 
the quota of arms coming to Pennsylvania from that govern- 
ment, which muskets you are to receive and take charge of 
and of the remainder of the quota; which you are to endeavor 
to procure, and therefor to receipt if required; and to procure 
such number more of cartouch boxes as shall be sufficient to 
supply deficiencies—and also of knapsacks, canteens, camp 
kettles, &ca such number as shall, with those in the arsenal, 
be sufficient for 4,000 men. 

You will, for the purpose of complying more promptly with 
these orders, either go to Philadeplia, and elsewhere if your 
presence shall be necessary, or specially direct on those points 
the several and proper brigade inspectors. And of what you 
shall do in the premises, you will from time to time make re- 
port into the secretary’s office, and when complete you are 
finally to report to the proper officer. Your accounts duly 
authenticated and supported by proper vouchers, will be paid 
agreeably to law.

In conformity with a requisition by the President of the 
United States, dated 4th July, 1814, and to me directed, you 
are commanded to have in readiness to march at a moments 
warning, the militia within the divisions as numbered in the 
act entitled “An Act for the regulation of the Militia of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania,” passed the 9th April, 1807, to 
wit: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8 and 9, heretofore drafted for the service 
of the United States; and immediately to proceed to have 
drafted agreeably to law, a number more as, added to existing 
drafts (except such as may have served a tour of duty) shall 
amount to 14,000 men; and to have them as soon as possible, 
mustered, armed and equipped within the Brigade, regimental 
or battalion bounds, as shall be most convenient and best 
adapted for the service, and placed under their proper officers; 
but are not to be considered as in actual service, until directed 
by subsequent orders to take the field. 

Animated, as it is believed they will be, by the example 
of our volunteers and drafted militia who have sought and 
beaten the enemy without our territory; those sons of Penn- 
sylvania, who have hitherto reposed in the lap of security, 
but whose distinguished characteristic is known to be love of 
country, it is confidently anticipated will, at this important 
crises, when a ferocious and powerful enemy dictates, at the 
terms of peace, unconditional submission, be prompted by a 
voluntary tender of service, to supersede the necessity of any 
draft. 

It is with pride and with pleasure the Commander in Chief 
refers to those corps, who in General Orders of the 25ith 
August and 5th September, 1812, by name are handed down to 
posterity on the splended roll of fame, as the first fruits of 
patriotism. 

The Governor embraces this occasion to signify his accept- 
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ance of the tender of services of the following corps, made 
subsequent to General Orders of the 5th September 1812, by 
the following commanding officers:

And to express also, the high gratification he feels, that 
now the occasion having occurred, they will, one and all, with 
the determination of Freemen, realize the patriotic professions 
in their several communications contained. 

As evidence of unabated zeal and patriotism, he refers, with 
exultation to the result of a meeting by the Generals and 
other officers of the first division, held on the 20th June last, 
breathing sentiments honorable to, and that can emanate only 
from the bosoms of those who are determined not to live, but 
under fair Freedom’s sway. Do you so likewise.
